WHAT SHALL WE DO TO BE SAVED? 


Sir.—In the current number of the Jewisn Cruronicre, I find the follow- 
ing ge. in a report of a sermon by the Rev. Morris Joseph :—" Nothing. ! 
freely admit, that the Jew can do, short of putting an end to his own existence, 
will ever stop this anti-Semitic fury. The real remedy lies far ahead in the 
remote future. It will come with the disappearance of religious animosity, 
with the triumph of humane feeling. with the universal recognition of the 
transcendent tie of brotherhood that binds all men together. The causes of the 
world's hostility towards us are beyond our control; all we can do ts to remove 
the pretexts for it. 

I quite agree with Mr. Joseph as to © the real remedy” for anti-Semitism ; 
but I am altogether at variance with him in his declaration that we can do 
nothing to promote this remedy. that nothing that the Jew can do will ever put 
a stop to this moral disease that the canses of the world’s hostility to us are 
beyond our control. If this were true, the only sensible course for us to 

ursue would be to accommodate ourselves as best we could to the anti-Semitic 
arene | to guard ourselves against the nursing of any reciprocal feeling of 
bitterness in our own minds, and to console ourselves with the thought that a 
time would come when. by the slow evolution of causes external to us, our 
remote descendants would be emancipated from this terrible curse. 

Hat, m reality, we can do far more than this. The causes of the world’s 
hostility to us are not beyond our control, Can we do nothing to hasten the 
disappearance of religious animosity, the triamph of humane feeling, the 
universal recognition of the transcendent jie of brotherhood that binds all men 
together’ Who dares say wecannot! The truth is that, while we can do this 
and are bound in duty to do it, we can do little or nothing by direct assault on 
anti-Semitism—that direct assault which Jews, in their absorption in themselves, 
are constantly attempting 

And | am not sorry that we fail when we go straight for the preservation 
of our own skins. Of all the contemptible persons I know, perhaps the most 
nauseating is he who is continually going about asking: ‘ What shall I do to 
be saved | always feel inclined to ask the preliminary question: “Are you 
quite sure you are worth saving And so I would say to Jews—and Gentiles 
“ Make yourselves better worth salvation. and take the consequences, whatever 
they may be. Do not trouble yourselves with the removal of pretexts for 
hostility ; for, while the causes of that bostility exist, pretexts for it will never 
be Wanting, whatever you may do. (5,06 unswervil wiy to the source of the ‘ vil 
—the worship of brute force, and oppose that worst of all idolatries wherever it 
appears and in all its forms.’ 

My attention has been continuously directed to this subject for more than a 
third of acentury,and my firm conviction is that the simultaneous rise of militarism, 
vivisection, Socialism, and anti-Semitism, in the modern world, is not a merely 
fortuitous coincidence. These are but variant forms of force-worship : they 
are causally connected, and the practice of each of them supplies motive force 
to the others. 

But what have Jews done for the study of these questions | 
practically unconscious. of their existence. They are densely ignorant. and 
therefore blindly callous, on them. They have been too absorbed in such 
momentous questions as whether a mutton chop may be eaten off a plate which 
has once held a piece of cheese, to give adequate attention to the most vital 
problems of ethics. And now the social deluge is upon them, and wi!d counsels 
of an impossible and retrogressive nationalism alternate with mere cringings 
before the tempest. 

All this is very saddening; but Israel. though one of the most high] 
endowed of the world’s races, has usually been recalcitrant and stiff-necked. 
oe ee misfortune has taught it the lesson it would not learn by milder 
methods,

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in this country and America, and my experiences amongst them in the market 
place, the workshop, the restaurant and as fellow travellers specially fits me to 
criticise such effusions as those that emanate from Mr. Dyche, which amuse 
those in whose interest they are written and deceive only outsiders who have 
never had any dealings with “Jewish Immigrants,” or lived amongst them.

GENESIS, TRADITION, AND HIGHER CRITICISM. 


Sin,.—We began last Sabbath to read anew the Law of Moses. With the 
reading necessarily follows the explanation. How are we to explain the early 
chapters of Genesis? Are we to teach, with the Talmudical Rabbis, the doc- 
trine of the supernatural dictation theory, with its natural accompaniment of 
plenary inspiration, or are we to admit that there is a human, and, therefore. 
fallible element in the Bible ; that neither in its literature nor in its morality is 
there that homogeneousness that divine perfection demands; that, finally the 
cause of Judaism gains, not loses, by the frank admission that the Law of Moses 
is the work of more than one pair of hands: that much contained therein 1s not 
in agreement with modern science or modern thought? 

The doctrine,‘ which maintains the inerrancy and supernatural infallibility of 
every sentence and word of the Law of Moses constitutes a difficulty as colossa| 
as it is needless to tens of thousands of earnest men.” But this very doctrine, 
with all its difficulties, with all its claims, with all its distortions of facts and 
inference, has until the present moment been the recognised Jewish orthodox 
teaching. Isit tocontinue’ Are we still to evade the plain issues which 
modern thought and modern research force upon us, or are we to take refuge 
in the adoption of “ reconciliations " which are “so transparently casuistical as 
to shock the faith of men who are unprejadiced ?” 

Mr. Claude Montefiore, in his Bible for Home Reading, leaves no room for 
ambiguity as to his attitade. ‘“ There is no reason to my mind,” he says, “ why 
one cannot say as reverently that the Pentateuch was written by many people. 
as that it was written by Moses. A child will accept the one statement as readily 
as the other, and if it knows the truth from the first, it will have nothing to 
unlearn ; it will be liable to no shock or revelation from which we may fear 
recoil.’ And elsewhere, at the very beginning of the preface to his first volume, 
he says, “It is now widely maintained by the best authorities that Moses did not 
write the entire Pentateuch, and that it was not the work of one author or of 
one age, but of many authors and many ages.” 

I do not know Mr. Montefiore save from his works, but this is how th 
Jewisn Curonicie speaks of him in its review of his second volume, the 
publication of which 1s the most important literary event of recent years 
as far as the English-speaking Jews are concerned :— 


Mr. Montefiore never abandons his belief in the inspira ion of the sag ose This 
reverent attitude is very rarely associated with the critical spirit. Mr. Montefio-e not 
only himself associates them in his own person, but he makes the reader refiect this happy 
anion, and carry away at once knowledge and inspiration from a perusal of his book. .. . 
Tae last phrase is one instance out of many of the true Jewish sympathies of Mr. Monte- 
fiore’s book. He often and ofcen cites the opinions of modern writers who have little 
regard for Jewish ideals, but Mr. Montefiore is filled with a fervent and even aggressive 
Judaism. 

Now, Sir, Mr. Montefiore’s fervent and aggressive Judaism is responsible 
for sentences such as these, in addition to those I have already quoted :-— 

This et ry of Creation is the pure work of phantasy There were no such six days 
or six periods, nor were there p\ants apon the earth before there were san or stare in the 
heaven. .. . The world is millions of years, and man is thousands of years older than 
these Hebrew writers knew of... 

We have here a combination of fervent Judaism and Higher Criticism which 
to many of your readers must be both novel and interesting. For myself, | 
have waited patiently sincé the appearance of the first volume of the Bible for 
Home Reading for some words of guidance from the spiritual heads of our 
community. Wall they now at the beginning of our New Year give us that help 
which we should expect from them?’ Will they mark out our lines of Scriptura! 
exegesis, and tell us how to reconcile a free criticism of the Bible with those 
principles of Judaism which form the living essence of true religion !

DECORUM IN SYNAGOGUE, 

Sik,—One cannot but be impressed with the religious enthusiasm which 
seems to animate the Jews tn all parts of the country, judging from the number 
of synagogues and temporary places of worship where divine service was con- 
ducted during the recent High Festivals. The last issue of the Jewist 
CiRONICLE bears ample‘testimony to this. Yet it is to be feared that the 
religious jferreour of the community does not keep pace with the outward 
enthusiasm, and that astate of things exists in many of our places of worship 
which demands the most serious attention, 

attended, during the past festivals, one of the principal metropolitan 
synagogues, and I am bound to confess that a more indecorous congregation it 
would be impossible to meet with anywhere. On the great Day of Atonement 
more especially, when the building was, as a matter of course, crowded, the 
scene was at times painful in the extreme. I do not exaggerate when I say that 
groups of three or four men were to be seen in all parts of the building holding 
converse with each other—presumably on matters in no way connected with the 
solemn character of the day, and in such a lond tone:as to interfere with and 
annoy those whose thoughts were centred on the solemnity and importance of 
the great day. This was not an isolated occurrence, but was to be witnessed 
during the entire twelve hours over which the services extended, with the 
of course, during the brief intervals when the prayers were said in 
Sucnce, 

Added to this, a kind-hearted friend was sure to be found who would 
periodically pass round the silver snuff-box or scent-b>ttle, which he would not 
omit to mention his grandfather had bequeathed to him. This objectionable 
behaviour is by many considered a pleasant mode of whiling away the bours of 
the Fast-day, when they are supposed to be holding commune with their Maker. 
| am unable to speak with any degree of authority, but I have reason to believe 
that many of the occupants of the ladies’ gallery are not imbued with a much 
more decorous spirit than is exhibited by their fellow-worshippers of the sterner 
sex. Then, again, the wild exodus of a large portion of the congregation during 
the recital of the Haphtorah is, I am afraid, a practice not limited, unfortu- 
nately, to the synagogue of which I am speaking, and is of long standing, 
although [ am not aware of anything having been done to check it. — 

It does not become me to assign a reason for this deplorable state of affairs, 
which undoubtedly peeves in very many of our metropolitan and provincial 
places of worship. Few will deny this. If I were driven to give an opinion 48 
to the cause, | would unhesitatingly say it is, in the first place, owing 
to the utter ignorance of the bulk of the worshippers—shall 1 say nine- 
tenths /—of the sacred tongue in which our prayers are offered up. Per: 
sonally, I know scores of young men who attend a Jewish place of worship only 
on this one day of the year, but who are unable to read a line 0 
Hebrew, while a great many others, who can with difficulty read that 
language, do not in the least understand the meaning of what they read. Even 
the holding of a Hebrew and English Tephillah in their hands does not conduce 
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to their acquaintance with, or appreciation of, the religious serv; 
they are quite unable to follow the officiating minister or realar enone 
reason for their callousness is doubtless to be accounted for by the monctonce 
character of the Day of Atonement service, induced by the frequent repetition 
of the Selichoth, and the absence of anything of an inspiriting character pee vom 
lated to impress them with the solemn associations of the occasion It does 
ocenr to me, however, that this last defect might be remedied. or at es 
minimised, by the reading in the vernacular of one or two chapters of Scripture 
so as in some degree to interest those who are, for the reasons above stated 
om = going on around them. 
The evil whic ave endeavoured to expose has taken « 7 
some congregations, that it will require all the pressure and yer tee ye 
leaders, lay and clerical, to deal with it effectually. But it will have to be faced 
and dealt with, with a stern hand, otherwise the consequences will be serious 
What is required is a means of instilling an intelligent comprehension of the 
beauties and observances of our holy religion into the minds of the young. the 
indifferent, and those who find an excuse for evading their duties and responsi- 
bilities as Jews. This, surely, cannot be a matter too difficult of accomplishment 
by our leaders,

The definite decision will be arrived 
at in the course of this wee Kk. unless it should be cle emed advisable to consult 
oo this point the yreater Actions Committee, which has members in nearly 
every country. 

The propaganda for the Sank will also be resumed on energetic lines 
In every country where there have hitherto been a few subscribers, a powerful 
agitation in favour of the Bank will be inatituted 

In a few days the election will take pia eof the Land Committee for Vienna 
and Austria. Several societies in Vienna insist that the propaganda for Vienna 
and Austria should be placed under the control of this Land Committee, and 
under the perv ision of the \ jenna (ommittee without this ( ommittee being 
permitted to interfere in the work. 

The Zionist Societies in Vienna have for the most part commenced their 
winter seasons. At the meetings which have taken place energetic action was 
recommended to counteract the Jud-n/ resulting from the unfortunate 
Polna cause céléebre. 


Heine’s Sister.—Frau Embden. 


Frau Charlotte Embden. sister of Henri Heine, who lives in Hamburg, wil 
enter her 100th year on the Isth inst. Although somewhat feeble she retain 
sight, hearing and memory in perfection, She has remained attached to the 
ancestral faith. The venerable lady ws the sister Charlotte to whom the poet 
referred his letters often Ani h affects nate termes In ahe 
married a Hamburg merchant, Moritz von Embden, to whom she bore four 
children. Heine was present at the wedding and subsequently wrote an account 
of it to Moses Moser. The eldest son, Ludwig, Was appointed in the poets will 
custodian of his correspondence and private papers Frau Embden was the last 
of Heine's immediate family to visit him on‘his death bed, and it devolved on 
her to carry his dying message to their mother. She has for many years past 
heen the object of quite a Heine-Cultus, and admirers of the poet, from the late 
Empress of Austria downwards, have made pilgrimages to her home, where 
many interesting Heine relics sre preserved.

ble weather by the erection of a 
spacious awning along the. entire 
front of the synagogue, which 
afforded ample protection against 
the drizzling rain, that had been 
falling all the morning but ceased 
just before the ceremony com- 
menced. The beautiful synagogue 
needed no decoration other than 
floral ornamentation, which was on 
an elaborate acale. The vestibule 
presented a very pleasing appear- 
ance, Tastefully arranged were 
lofty palms, and the flowers were 
splendid specimens of chrysan. 
themums and marguerites. The 
rear and front of the Almemmar 
were similarly adorned. The most 
effective decoration was that of 
the canopy. Around the four 
brass supports were intertwined 
the choicest white roses, carnations 
and stephanotis, fastened together 
with branches of smilax. The Ark 
was almost hidden’ from view by 
magnificent plants, palms predomi: 

nating, and grasses, and among the 
green foliage were arranged cut 
flowers in tubes. The electric light, 
the charming dresses of the ladies 
completed the brilliancy of the.

On the arrival of the bridal party, Miss Rothschild was escorted to an 
ante-room, where her maids and pages awaited her. Lady Rothschild and 
Mrs. Edward Behrens, the “ unterfiihrers,’ were escorted to another ante- 
room in the vestibule. In these rooms were placed a few plants and gilt and 
wicker chairs. 


Ata few minutes before two o'clock the Chief Rabbi, attired in his Doctor's 
Academic robe, entered the Synagogue. The bright red of the hood lent a 
welcome bit of colour to the black gowns worn by Dr. Adler and the Rev. 8. 
Singer and the Rev. J. L. Geffen, who were respectively styled “ Rabbi 
Celebrant" and “ Precentor” in copies of the Order of Service distributed in the 
Synagogue. Some little interval was spent before the service by the brothers of 
the bridegroom going on the Almemmar and signing the usual “ Shetar Chalitza.”’ 
This traditional rite being eoneluded, there was a further pause, and about 
quarter-past two the marriage service commenced by the Rev. J. L. Geffen 
chaunting in a beautiful voice 1310 7, This was immediately followed by the 
Choir singing the 100th Psalm. A fine composition for 837 73 was then 
chaunted by the Precentor and Choir, not as usual when the bridal procession 
entered, for the whole of these verses from Hallel were concluded before Lord 
Rothschild left the Synagogue to escort his daughter into the sacred edifice. 
315 *> A? 7 was then rendered by the Cho ir. and it was when this verse had 
terminated that a pause took place and the bride and her retinue entered the 
Synagogue. The bridegroom, who sat in the Warden's box, had previously 
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donned the Talith, an ancient custom that is now observed in England on these 
occasions only in the “ Reform” congregation. 


The bride entered the Synagogue on the arm of her father, Lord Roths 
child, and attended by the following bridesmaids: Lady Sybil Primrose 
daughter of Lord Rosebery, cousin of the bride: Miss Ruth Behrens, niece.

Lady Sibyl Primrose and Miss Behrens (who came last) were the only 
grown-up bridesmaids following in Miss Rothschild’s train, the others being all

It was noticeable that in reading the Abstract, as well as throughout the 
ceremony, the Rev. 8. Singer used only the one familiar name of the Bride, 
Evelina.

The following concluding blessing was chanted by the Rev, J. L. Geffen -—

gladness, bridegroom and bride, mirth and cheerfulness, pleasure and deligat, love, 
concord, peace and fellowsbip. Soon may there be heard in the cities of Judah and in the 
streets of Jerusalem the voice of joy and gladpess, the voice of the bridegroom and the voice 
of the bride, the jubilant voice of bridegrooms from their canopies, and of youths from 
their feaste of song. Blessed art thou,O Lord, who makest the bridegroom to rejoice with 


the bride. 
The bridegroom then broke the glass according to ancient custom, and the 
Chief Rabbi pronounced in English the Priestly Benediction, “ The Lord bless 
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thee and keep thee; the Lord make His face shine upon thee, and be gracious 
unto thee ; the Lord turn His face unto thee, and give thee peace.” 

The singing of the 150th Psalm brought the service toa conclusion ; but 
instead of leaving the Chupah at this point, small chairs were brought, and the 
bride and her mother and mother-in-law sat down until the termination of the 
Psalm. 


The bride and bridegroom then proceeded to the Almemmar, where they 
signed the Marriage Register books, The witnesses to their signatures were, in 
the following order: The Earl of Rosebery, Mr. Arthur Cohen, Q.C., Mr. 
Leopold de Rothschild and Earl Bathurst. The bridegroom also signed the 
Ketubah in English, the signaturés of the Rev. 8. Singer, as celebrant, and of 
Mr. H. J. Phillips, Secretary of the synagogue, being appended in Hebrew. 


Whilst the register was being completed, the bride chatted pleasantly with 
her pages, and when she momentarily left them to record her signature Lord 
Rothschild took her place in amusing these little ones, who seemed quite over- 
whelmed by the honours of the occasion. 


The arrangements at the Synagogue were entrusted to the capable hands of 
the zealous and energetic Secretary, Mr. H. J. Phillips, who carried out his 
arduous duties with such efficiency that not a hitch occurred in his department. 
The departure of the quests after the ceremony was facilitated by the police 
arrangements, also organised by Mr. Phillips. 


THE MUSIc, 


The Choir, consisting exclusively of adults (ladies and gentlemen), was 
formed of members of the New West End Synagogue Choir, largely augmented 
bw the choralists from various synagogues and other professional vocalists, all 
of whom are of the Jewish religion. An organ of beautiful quality and full 
volume of tone was specially erected for this service. Although on three 
previous occasions organs have been built for various services in the 
New West End Synagogue, the first being the marriage of Mr. Stuart M. 
Samuel, the builder for last Wednesday's ceremony cleverly contrived, 
without seriously increasing the space occupied, to janes a larger instrument 
than had hitherto been obtainable. With such adequate forces at the disposal 
of Mr. David M. Davis, it may readily be imagined that the musical portion of 
the service was of the highest order. A moment in the service which will not 
soon be forgotten by those privileged to participate in it, was the opening of the 
great western doors of the synagogue for the entry of the bridal procession, the 
choir and organ previously combining in a grand outburst of tuneful sound 
to the words 330°"°S "9 WM, “O give thanks to the Lord for He is good,” 
and, as the bridal party slowly entered and wended its way to the wedding 
canopy, the voices ceased, giving place to a short nuptial march, played on the 
organ,

Some important presents have yet to be given, such as the gift from the 
members of the United Synagogue and the present (a Polyglot Bible 
which is being bound by Zaehnsdorf) contributed by the pupils 
and teachers of the Jews’ Free School. The latter mark of affection will 
probably be greatly enhanced in value in the eyes of the recipients from the 
circumstance that it will be the result of the contributions of upwards of three 
thousand Jewish children and their teachers.

THE POOR CONSIDERED. 


With his usual thoughtfulness on important family events, Lord Rothschild 
did not forget the poor and others in whom he is interested. He sent £20) to 
the Jewish Board of Guardians, the greater part of which has been distributed in 
substantial sums to deserving persons to whom the gifts will be of real benefit 
for trade purposes. Special gifts of £1 each were also given to a proportion of 
the applicants at the relief rota of the Board on Tuesday evening, 2s well as a 
selection of the applicants for relief on Wednesday morning. The distribution 
—under the personal supervision of Mr. M, Stephany, Secretary of the Board— 
was fixed for 2 o'clock on Wednesday, so as to time with the hour of the wedding 
and thus a hundred and more poor persons had their hearts gladdened, and joined 
with expressions of mozzeltof with the wealthier folk assembled at the New West 
End Synagogue. About £100 was also presented by Lord Rothschild to the poor 
of the United Synagogue, among whom it was distributed on Tuesday at the (rreat 
Synagogue, the special amounts being placed in an envelope containing a printed 
record of the donor and the occasion of the gift. The pensioners of the late 
Baroness Lionel de Rothschild received small money gifts, and a_ poultry 
. dinner and other delicacies were given to the persons relieved at the Invalids 
Kitchen in: Sandy's Row. The poor at Tring also participated in the bounty 
of Lord and Lady Rothschild in the form of presents and entertainments. 

The most extensive celebration of the marriage was that which took place 
at the Jews’ Free School, of which Lord Rothschild is President. agit child 
in Standards 0 to 3 receives, as the gift of his lordship, a sixpence, and every 
child in Standards 4 to 7 receives a shilling, the total number of 
recipients exceeding 3,400. Substantial teas and entertainments were 
also provided for the children,. but as the available accommodation, 
large as it is, is inadequate to seat the whole of the pupils on one 
occasion, the fétes will extend over ten afternoons. The first was 
given on Wednesday. The large hall presented a very pleasing appearance 
The desks, converted into tables, were covered with white table-cloths 
and were adorned with flowers, A plenteous repast (supplied 7 Mr. J 
Bonn) was thoroughly enjoyed by the children, who gave hearty cheers for 
Lord and Lady Rothschild, and the bride and bridegroom, and in whose name a 
telegram of congratulation was sent in the course of the afternoon, Amuse- 
ments, suited to the respective ages of the young people, were arranged, and as 
they left each was handed fruit, flowers, and the money gift ring referred to. 
A congratulatory letter, signed by Mr. L. B. Abrahams, B.A., the Head Master, 
and Miss Lipman, the Head Mistress, on behalf of the entire staff of teachers 
and the pupils had some days previously been forwarded to the bride.

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SOME JEWISH MARRIAGE CEREMONIES. 


The principal aim of the Jewish wedding rites was to combine formality 
with warmth, to tinge a private legal act with a halo of communal joyousness. 
The mere ceremony of marriage consisted in a single formula anda single rite. 
The bridegroom said, “ Behold thou art consecrated unto me, and gave the bride 
a gift, in the presence of at least two witnesses. The gift was not originally a 
ring. It was actually money or some other article of value, and was, perhaps, a 
“symbolical survival of the acquisition of the bride by direct purchase. The 
ring is not mentioned in the Talmad, but it is still of respectable antiquity. It 
was derived from Roman usage, and found its way into the synagogue in the 
seventh or eighth century, if not a little earlier. The first distinct mention of 
the wedding ring in Christian marriages dates from the year &*), so that the 
synagogue did not borrow the symbol from the Church. 

The words “ by this ring,” now regularly added to the formula mentioned 
above, have a purely legal significance. The bridegroom has to present the 
bride with an object of defined value, and the stress in the phrase is not on the 
word “ring,” but on the word “this” In the Talmud the phrase was © by this 
coin” or so forth, the accent again being thrown on the word this. The current 
form which introduces a mention of the ring is only as old as the 14th century, 
The use of the ring is several centuries older than its introduction into the 
marriage formula. 

It will be seen from the 
accompanying reproduction of 
Oppenheim 's famous picture, 
that the Rabbi Celebrant is 
reading, “publishing” one 
might almost say. the Kethubs, 
or Marriage Contract. The 
use of a written document is 
much antecedent in date to the 
ring. The Kethuba was well 
known in the first century 
nc. if not earlier. In L[taly, 
under the influence of the 
Renaissance, the Kethuba was 
so beautifully written and 
illuminated that it became a 
work of art. At first the 
custom of reading it aloud was 
limited to the East, but it 
yradually became universal, 
The Kethuba is a legal instru- 
ment concerned with settle- 
ments and money obligations. 
But it also expresses the obliga- 
tion of the husband to maintain 
and honour his wife, and what 
is more noteworthy, it contains 
the wife's assent to. the 
marriage. The Kethuba has 
a fixed “form,” but the details 
vary considerably. In England 
there is usually, of course, a 
distinct document containing 
the marriage settlements, 
which is drawn up by the 
family lawyer, and has nothing 
to do with the Kethuba. The 
latter, however, used to con- 
stitute the real and only 
settlement, and beyond the 
legal 2) zuz which the 
husband always undertook to 
settle on the wife, he would 
aid other sums at-will. Also 
it was not uncommon for the 
Kethuba to contain an inven- 


‘I will work for you, care for you, honour you and support you, as is the way 
of Jewish husbands,” says the Kethuba. What words could be more full of 
real chivalry? The Jewish wife is not asked, be it noted, to obey her husband 
Jewish lawyers always had an objection to “ vain vows,” and therefore they were 
wise enough to exclude any such promise from the marriage ceremony. “ 
The Chuppa or canopy under which the wedding is celebrated“ was in th 
ancient times the canopied litter occupied by the bride during the procession, or Je 
the actual apartment to which the married couple retired when the wedding had te 
been solemnised.” The canopy was erected either in synagogue, or (as the at 
Oppenheim picture shows) in the courtyard of the place of worship. The latter 
place gave greater room for the guests, and also permitted a little more frivolity W 
than would be permissible in the synagogue itself. We see the Marshallik It 
or Jester'leaning over a balcony, and evidently saying something worthy of his di 
reputation as a wit. It will be noted that besides the canopy (which is supported -th 
by boys), the tallis of the bridegroom is thrown over the bride. This wasa very st 
old custom. Sometimes the bride's veil was used, sometimes the bridegroom's th 
cloak. The origin of the habit was no doubt just the fact that marriages were ’ 
often performed in the open air without a regular canopy, and the veil or cloak Z 
did duty. As frequently happens, the substitute and the real thing survived 
together, and the tallis or veil was still used even when a canopy was duly th 
erected.

her jewels and  trousseau, 
the furniture and household 
utensils that she brought with her, and the value of these was added to 
the sum which the wife could claim in case of her husband's death, or if the 
marriage were otherwise dissolved. This sum was a first charge on 
the husband's estate. Sometimes again the Kethuba included other special 
clauses. In the East, where polygamy was never formally abolished among the 
Jews, the husband would promise not to marry a second wife. Or he might 
agree not to ask his wife to leave her native town, or would even contract to allow 
ber to select the house in which they were to reside. In one Kethuba. found 
in the Cairo Geniza, the bride (a Karaite) undertakes to light a lamp on Friday 
nights (the Karaites sit in darkness on the Sabbath eve), while the husband 
responds by promising to allow her to observe the Karaite festivals (which do 
not coincide in date with those of the ordinary Jew). In the betrothal docu- 
ment, which must be distinguished from the Kethuba, still stranger conditions 
may be found. Thus, in an English-Jewish betrothal contract of the year 
1249, the father of the youthful Zeuna undertakes to engage a teacher to 
instruct her husband during the twelvemonth after marriage. 


In the Ketbuba are also introduced the words which complete the formula 
uttered under the Chuppa. “ Behold thou art consecrated unto me by this ring 
according to the law of Mowes and of Israel.” These words have partly a legal. 
partly a moral significance. The law of Moses includes all the formal! obligations 
of marriage, the law of Israel implies all those customary obligations that have 
since clustered round the ceremony and have touched it with generous feeling,

Zangwill’s ‘“‘Children of the Ghetto.” 

[ am not a dramatic critic, and the Jewish Caronicie’s request to give a 
“ thoroughly independent criticism of the first production of the ‘ Children of 
the Ghetto ” filled me with dismay. I assumed, however, that it was from the 
Jewish point of view that the CrronicLe wished a criticism. so I went 
to the first performance after having endeavoured to put my mind in the proper 
attitude. 

The night was that of September 18th. September is a summer month in 
Washington, which has the same climate as Southern Italy or Constantinople. 
Indoor pleasures are not timely until the middle of October, and official and 
diplomatic society does not resume its activity until December. Many of the 
‘theatre-going elements are at this time absent, so that when the first night 
showed a house crowded to its utmost capacity, and that, too, in a city where 
the Jewish population forms an infinitesimally small! part of the whole. about 
| per cent., ample evidence was afforded of the great general interest which 
Zangwill’s play had aroused. 

During the first fifteen minutes I tried to maintain a critical attitude from 
the Jewish point of view (having the CikoNIeLE in mind): but it was in 
vain. The beauty of construction, the fine literary character of the lines, the 
rapidity of the movement, the succession of comedy and tragedy, the nobility of 
character and greatness of soul, the humanity of-it all, and the sympathetic and 
entirely adequate interpretation, carried me on with a rush, andat the end I 
felt with the rest of the audience that I had witnessed a creat artistic 
triumph. 

And so I went again, and am giving a sober second thought. 

The play is in four acts, and from the first jumps into the midst of things. 
Sam Levine displays the ring which he has brought for Leah. and Hannah 
Jacobs, calling at the moment on a charity errand, has it placed on her finger 
with the formal words of betrothal spoken in jest. Melchitsedek Pinchas declares 
this to be a marriage, a statement which Moses Ansell and Reb Shemuel, who is 
called in, agree to, but the divorce is settled upon by consent of both parties. 
The get is given, and the first act ends happily. 

The curtain rises on the Purim Ball where Hannah Jacobs meets David 
Brandon and that masterful young man proceeds to make love to Hannah on 
the spot, with a slightly favourable result in Hannah's mind. 

The third act is Reb Shemuel's house, on Friday evening: the table is set 
the candles are burning, Reb Shemuel intones the prayers. After the meal Mrs. 
Belcovitch and Shosshi Shmendrick come in with a question. Melchitsedek 
Pinchas and Guedalyah, the greengrocer, discuss Zionism, and then after Mrs, 
Jacobs has gone to bed Reb Shemuel reads Shir ha Shirim, his daughter reading 
the same book in English. She asks whether he would permit her to marry a 
lax Jew, and on receiving an affirmative reply confesses that she has betrothed 
herself to David Brandon. A little later David enters and is kindly received by 
the Reb, and they are about to drink a glass of wine together, when David 
incidentally mentions that he is a Cohen. The Reb immediately declares that 
he, a priest, cannot marry Hannah, a divorced woman. David storms against the 
law, leaves, and Hannah's word “ Your religion—it is cruel, father,” closes'a scene 
' 80 highly dramatic as to easily mark the most emotional point in the play. 

The fourth scene is in the Ghetto market-place, on the eve of Passover. 
Shouting, bargaining and selling are going on. Suddenly, Reb Shemuel appears. 
and tells the people to go home and prepare for the Passover ; the noise ceases 
then Reb goes to Shool, Mrs. Jacobs follows him,and Hannah stays at home 
service has begun when David appears, and urges Hannah to fly with him to 
America; she consents, but wishes to havea farewell look at her father; just 
then, a crowd of Jews, under the lead of the labour agitator. Simon Wolf, 
appear in front of the synagogue, and raise a disturbance ; the Reb comes out 
and quiets them, and the girl's lover returns. She has been influenced by her 
father’s words to the mob, but her lover re-appears, and, under his urging, she 
again bezins to make ready ; the strains of the Kaddish and of the Yigdal come 
from the synagogue across the way. She must get the bitter herbs for her 
mother ; synagogue is now over; Reb Shemuel returns home ; his daughter is 
still undecided : he puts on his shroud, gives her the blessing ; she hesitates for 
a few moments longer; goes into the house, joins in the Seder, and, when David 
comes to the widow. she refuses to go with him; he reels across the street. 
despairing, and leans in front of the synagogue. 

This is the barest of bare outlines. Many of our old friends of the book 
are there besides those I have mentioned. Michael Birnbaum and Ephraim 
Phillips and Sugarman the Shadchan and Malka and Mrs, Belcovitch and the 
others, 

[t must not be assumed. however, that the play and the book are one. The 
play is a new creation, in many ways maturer ; its theme is the rigidity of the 
law; its impression is the beauty, the dignity, the charity, the nobility of the 
old Jewish life. 

Reb Shemuel is a great, kind, noble soul, intended as the type of the 
ordinary Rabbi; though duller than any Rabbi should be. Pinchas, even in his 
folly, has an elevation of spirit and an oriental poetry which raises him far 
above the buffoon of other peoples ; Moses Ansell, the foreign pauper, becomes 
& new being when the question of the law is propounded tohim. The women 
characters are (besides Hannah) Malka—who is much stronger than in the book 
—Mrs. Belcovitch, Mrs. Jacobs and the rest. Their eccentricities, which are 
slight, are completely overlaid by their womanlinemsytheir charity, their home 
feeling and their Jewish spirit. The whole of this narrow Ghetto life reveals 
a wealth of spirit such as exists among no other people of the same class, and 
of a kind that no one has ever thought of placing upon the stage. There is 
much of this life presented and it is always loveable, but it in no wise interferes 
with the movement of the play. In fact it creates the atmosphere for the play 
and explains the denouement. It is the custom, the ceremony, the seder, the 
old tunes, the father, the reverence for him, the sight of his shroud, all these 
things which overcome the girl's revolt, which cause the suppression of her love 
and hold her back—albeit with a heart-breaking résignation—to the ancestral 
home. 

The play is an exposition of the rigidity of the interpretation of the law, 
which, though it redeems many, must sacrifice one, and at the same time a 
picture of the sweetness of the life under the law. This rigidity, as symbolised 


in the incident of Hannah and David, which in itself represents the stupidity of 
a single Rabbi, is false, since the Talmudic law permits the merriage of a priest 
with a divorced woman when the marriage has not been consnmmated, so that, in 
so far as the play presents the particular law under consideration, it is untrue 
for Rabbinical Jews, though it might apply to Karaites, or those modern Jews 
who, harking back to the Bible alone, would not have their laws tempered by the 
humanity of the Oral Tradition. 

In spite of this criticism, however, I believe that the play makes for 
Judaism, that the effect upon the outside world will be salutary and that the 
Jew will be an ennobled creature in the eyes of all who have gazed upon 
Mr. Zangwills drama. Who can tell—it may even bring about a Jewish revival 
His is the most inspired of Jewish pens that now commands the attention of 
English-speaking people, and all Jews may rest secure that his high artistic 
instincts are saturated with a noble sympathy which will place the Jew aright 
before the world,

The same signs of religious revival with which you are familiar in England 
just before the Yowm Noromm, surround us here. In consequence of the early 
advent, some enterprising Temples rented their seats in May instead of waiting 
till September—for this too has its commercial side with all the elements of 
competition. Club-rooms, lodge-rooms, dancing schools, skating rinks and even 
churches were snapped up and adapted as temporary echules. It is true that 
Rosh Hoshanah falling on September 5th, still found many of our fashionables 
in their villas at Long Branch or the Adirondacks. But they were not missed 
in the crowded services. And es they rented their seats just the same what 
more would you have 

Succoth, of course, suffers by its proximity to Yom Kippur. Though its 
revival by the reintroduction of the Seccah as a Harvest Booth has borne excel- 
lent results, This example, first set by my own congregation—Temple Israel 
of Harlem—is being followed by other Reform Temples throughout the country. 
It was a splendid sight to see our &) children, both from Congregational and 
Free Schools, gathered in this improvised bower, loaded with fruits and good 
things. Kiddush was made and mof2é over a monster chalah, the Lular and 
isrog were explained, and the children sang some harvest hymns. Oar sky- 
light roof, though covered with evergreens, was not en ré;/¢, but there was no 
Shammai present to forbid us. We sacrifice the letter to the spirit in America 
sometimes, 

Of course every Rabbi had his say about Dreyfus. With every daily paper 
throughout the country giving to this canse col: lore quite as much attention and 
space as the London papers, howgould they avoid it’ On the whole the Jews 
have shown an admirable moderation and reserve throngh all these years of 
suspense. Even when mass meetings were called throughout the country to 
express indignation at the verdict the wise held back the impulsive from too 
marked a participance. For we felt that the value of these public gatherings 
lay in their being wholly unsectarian, In the same spirnt the American Jews 
have given no countenance to the proposed “boycott.” Of course the Christian 
pulpits took the occasion to espouse the cause of the “martyr of the century,” 
and to preach Judeophil sermons in general. The New York Times cabled Chief 
Rabbi Adler's Yom Kippur address, Dreyfus has already become a type here— 
a name to conjure with. Every individual who feels himself wronged now calls 
himself a Dreyfus. 

The return of Admiral Dewey from the Philippines now displaces the 
Dreyfus case as the sul)ject commanding first attention for the hour. Jews out- 
Herod Gentiles in their patriotic ardour. Report says they contributed one- 
fourth of a Dewey Fund. 

The Jewish book of the month is Cyrus Adler's “ Year Book.” If you 
English would really like to know something about the Jews in America, their 
numbers, the vast extent of area over which they are scattered and their com- 
munal activity, dip into this book. Look at its list of Societies—philanthropic, 
religious, literary, Zionistic and Masonic (-»., benevolent “ Orders”). Ite 
Directory of Local Organisations covers 165 12mo. pages! This book credits 
the United States with 143,800 Jews. Still I learn from a very reliable source 
that this may be an over-estimation of some one hundred thousand ; a larger 
portion of the Russian emigrants being classed Jews than a later and closer 
scrutiny justified. But even nine hundred thousand ! 

Zangwill’s “Children of the Ghetto” was an enthusiastic success in 
Washington. But more of this when it reaches New York. We cannot, how- 
ever. utter a single work of approval of Heyerman’s “Ghetto,” at least, in ites 
adaptation. Here are the old traditional stage Jews, with which we are as 
familiar in the melodrama as we are unfamiliar with in real life. The 
adapters seem to know nothing of Jewish custom, sentiment or ideals. There 
is much harangue, mock heroics and buffooner;. Artistically, the play lacks 
climax, and is inconsequential. The intentions of the adapters may have been 
kindly, but we have always found ignorance a dangerousally. A case in point 
is Mark Twain's article on the Jews in the September Harpers. He draws 
certain inferences from insufficient knowledge of Jewish history. Of all such 
advocates, we can but say, “ Heaven save us from our friends.”

The large numbers of Jews—some 10,000 we believe— 
The who reside in the Transvaal, and the prominence 
Transvaal which many have attained in that State, have lent « 
Trouble. certain amount of interest to the question as to the 
attitade which Jews in general, and the Transvaal 
Jews in particular, adopt in the presence of the unhappy quarrel which has 
arisen between (ireat Britain and the Republic. A good many ramoars have 
been flying about in this connection, and the cables have been busy trans- 
mitting messages which we are afraid are as antrustworthy as they are for 
the most part contradictory. It has been said, for example, that all the Jews 
of the Transvaal strongly support the Boer Government. Bat, as opposed to 
this, there is the smacks meeting of Jews convened by a pro-Boer 
ournalist to sympathise with the Transvaal, which ended by tarning the 
tables on the promoters, like the Trafalgar gathering, and biessing 
the Jl itlanders it was summoned to carse. In addition to 
this, a great deal of sheer nonsense has been talked by 
Boerphile organs in England about the wickedness of going to war on 
behalf of Jewish capitalists—an argument which credits with Jewish origin « 
number of men who have only a German name to justify the honour, For 
our own part we do 10t see the necessity of discussing the attitade of Jews 
1s Jews in this matter at all. In England, Jewish opinion follows the ordi- 
nary lines of cleavage noticeable among the mass of citizens. In Holland it 
is certain that many .J ews incline, like most Dat’ hmen, tosapport the Boers ; and, 
indeed, in most lands outside those of the contending Powers, Jewish opinion is 
more likely than not to be coloured by its domicile. As for the Jews in the 
Transvaal, it is quite likely that many of them feel’a filial interest and devo- 
tion to their motherland, while on the other hand others, who are themselves, 
\itlandere, and who share with the Catholics galling religions inequalities, 
side passionately with the British Government. In face of these facts, 
it is idle to talk of a Jewish attitude towards the crisis. So far as we oar- 
selves are concerned, we can only express our hearty sympathy with every 
effort made to secure some approach to political equality in the Transvaal, 
What we deeply deplore is that so reasonable an end should, owing to 
British magnanimity having been misconstrued as weakness, be incapable of 
solution by any but the dread arbitrament of war.

Wednesday's wedding our sincerest and heartfelt con- 


gratulations and good-wishes. The Rothschild family is so entwined aboat 


the heart of Anglo-Jewry, its unchallenged probity and high civic standard 
stand for so much to the community in the eyes of Christian England, its 
known, and unknown, philanthropy flows so steadily and ceaselessly wherever 
true necessity has channeled for it a bed, that the pulse of all of as cannot 
but throb with responsive joy at the happy event in its midst just celebrated. 
And if there be anything capable of accentaating that joy it is the 
knowledge that, like Lord Rothschild’s two sons, the bride of last 
Wednesday is helping to carry on the tradition of philanthropy which 
has ever ennobled the first of Jewish familes. Never was there one 
for whom the “* primrose path of dalliance" was easier to tread. Yet 
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than Miss Evelina Rothschild there was no more sympathetic ® 
visitor to our metropolitan hospitals, a work of the heart in which she 
bat followed in the footsteps of her mother, Lady Rothschild, who is the 
President of the Ladies’ Association of the Victoria Park Hospital for 
Diseases of the Chest. The wedding presented several strikingly 
interesting featares. It was wholly private and exceptionally unostentatious 
—almost like a silent rebuke to the reckless critics who see in every wealthy 
Hebrew « monster of vulgarity, or perhaps an impressive lesson to the 
poorer Jews, who sometimes illamine with « gaudy public display a function 
which specially concerns the family hearth. It may have been, we say, lesson 
directed against the public invasion of the penetralia. But though participation 
in the function itself was restricted, the joy of the event was diffased over many 
poor homes. Needless to say, the Jews’ I"ree School—that first of all objects of 
the Rothschilds’ affection—was not forgotten; while in various other directions 
the happy event shed a ray of joy into the darkness of many a home. 
Lord Rothschild’s generosity conveys a striking lesson. As a rule we 
clamour for associates in our grief more than we cry for participants in our 
joy—heedless of the fact that our happiness is intensified when shared by 
others. Lord Rothschild understands better the philosophy of joy and the 
privileges of wealth.

~» Manchester, hailed from Cottonupolis. It is, perhaps, not generally 
known that Nathan Mayer Rothschild, when he left 
Frankfort to come to England, settled in Manchester in the first instance. 
The circamstances that led him there were almost accidental. At the end of 
the last centary (iermany was entirely dependent on England for its supplies 
of cotton goods, and the Frankfort house of Rothschild did a large business 
in these wares with English manufacturers, who treated their foreign 
customers with all the independence of monopolists. Nathan Mayer 
Rothschild, offended by the rude treatment of one of these manufacturers, 
determined to dispense with his visits to Frankfort by settling in England 
himself. As he once told Sir Thomas Fowell Buxton, to whom he related 
the story of his early adventures -— 


I dealt in English goods. One great trader came to Frankfort who had the market 
all to himself; he was quite the great man, and dii as a favour if he sold us goods. 
Somehow I offended him, and he refused to show me his patterns. This was ona Tues” 


day. I said to my father: “I will go to England.” I could speak nothing but German — 
On the Thursday I started. The nearer! got to England the cheaper the goods were, 


As toon as | got to Manchester | laid out all my money, things were so cheap, and | 
made a good profit. I soon fuund out there were three profits—the raw material, the 
dyeing and the manufacturing. I said to the manufacturer,“ I will supply you with 
material and dye, and you supply me manufactured goods.” So I got three protits instead 
of one, and I could sell goods cheaper than anybody. In ashort time, I made my £20,000 
into £60,000. My success ail tarned on one maxim. I said, “ I can do what another man 
can, and so | am a match for the man with the patterns and for al! the rest of them.” 

It wasin 1797 that Nathan Mayer Rothschild came to England. There 
ia still extant a business card of his, in the possession of a Mrs. Kershaw, of 
Wigton Street, Cheetham Hill, which reads : — 

N. M. ROTHSCHILD, 
Manufacturer, 
No. 15, Brown Street, 
MAN HESTER 

His success was so rapid that very few years passed before he found the 
northern capital too small to afford fall scope for his energies and abilities. 
Having been naturalised as a British subject in 1504, the following year he 
removed to London, settling in St. Helen’s Place as a general merchant and 
financier.

Early Days _ the only prominent member of the Jewish community 

of the who has won his spurs at Manchester. There was a 
Manchester time, about the middle of the present century, 
Community. when the Manchester Jewry may be said to have 


almost vied in importance with London. Some of 
our leading families, including such well-known names as Lucas. 
Micholis, Schloss, Henriques, Straus, Falk, Sichel—the majority of 
whom helped to found the Manchester Synagogue of British Jews—were 
at one time resident in the * metropolis of manufactures,” as it used to be 
called in its palmy days. The families of Behrens and Henriques 
still remain attached to the great commerc'al centre whose enter- 
prise Jewish merchants have helped to develop in no small degre. 
The firm of Messrs. Behrens and Sons has been famous throughout 
Lancashire ever since its establishment in 1840. “ Manchester of To-Day,” 
a work on the business men and commercial interests of the city, published by 
the Historical Publishing Company in 1888, describes the members of the 
partnership as “gentlemen well known and very widely respected.” The 
Manchester congregation was about a quarter of a century old when N. M. 
Rothschild settled in it. Among its early members were the brothers Lemon 
and Jacob Nathan, uncle and father, respectively, of the late Elias Nathan. oF 
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Manchester. The title deed of the first Jewish burial ground at Pendleton is 
dated 1773, and Lemon Nathan was one of the treasurers at the commencement of 
the present century. The two brothers removed from Liverpool to Manchester 
about the same time that N. M. Rothschild came over, in 1797, so that 
all three men must have been contemporary workers in the new-born Jewish 
community. Whilst Mr. Rothschild remained a member of it, however, the 
numbers were inconsiderable, and they had to be content to worship in a smal| 
room in Infirmary Yard, Garden Street, Withy Grove. In 1806, the 
year after Mr. Rothschild left, they removed to more commodious premises in 
Ainsworth Court, Long Millgate, the brothers Nathan renting them on 
behalf of the congregation from Miss Ainsworth, aunt of the novelist. From 
Ainsworth Court, the congregation removed, in 1824, to Halliwell Street. 
After a time, however, the building was wanted by the Corporation for city 
improvement purposes, and this led to the construction of the present 
handsome (ireat Synagogue in Cheetham Hill, which was consecrated by the 
late Chief Rabbi and Professor Isaacs in 1858. Manchester, it may be 
mentioned, is the only Provincial city which contains congregations representing 
al! three sections of the Jewish community, 


Mr. Zangwill’s article on Zionism is a batiling and 
puzzling performance. Zionists who go to it Io: 
inspiration or support will come away hungry and dis- 
appointed. Those who owe allegiance to no ism and 
stand outside the warring parties will look almost in vain for practical and 
helpful counsel. Mr. Zangwill has much to say of “dreamers”; 
but he himself betrays the Ghetto dreamer from line to line of his 
argument; the dreamer in touch with a practical problem, fencing 
with arguments like a logical gladiator, balancing himself nicely between 
conflicting theories, and recoiling ultimately before a trouble he can only 
think of, but never solve. His words are but theorising, and they come 
obviously from a man of hesitating jadgment, who himself needs guidance and 
is unable therefore to guide others. Take, for instance, his attitude towards 
Political Zionism. On one page he tells us that “the case against 
Palestine is so black, that one is tempted to say that Zicnism would 
be practicable but for Zion. The passion for Palestine, albeit 
religious or romantic—must necessarily be factitious.’ But on the next 
page he tells us that “nevertheless, it is the ‘practical men’ who insist too 
much on these intestine differences who are really the dreamers. It is 
impossible to believe that the Jewish commercial genius should fail even in 
Palestine" and Mr. Zangwill proceeds to give an answer to the 
charge of impracticability. Nevertheless, further on, he harks back to the 
latter opinion and declares positively that all the solutions of the 
Jewish problem suggested are but “ideals not easily translatable into reality, a 
State least of all,” whilst towards the end he dismisses the perfervid politica] 
Zionist with the remark that only a quack could offer one simple remedy 
(Zionism) for so complex a disease (the Jewish problem); though he again 
qualifies his opinion with the remark that a Jewish State is impracticable 
‘less because of the external difficulties than because of the internal un- 
willingness of the Jews.” Mr. Zangwill may be a Zionist, as some gay, but 
his face is not set like a flint towards Jerusalem. His intellect compels him

to write “ impossible” across the Basle programme, but his heart yearns 


for the Zionist ideal ; hence his halting counsels. 


‘The last word of all,” Mr. Zangwill’s says, “ seems 
to approach the fourth possibility—that there is no 
remedy.” In other words, the only way is—no way at 
all. It is a gloomy view of the position, not an- 
relieved by certain hopes to be mentioned later, and we have been favoured from 
two very different sources with quite another presentation of the case. The 
ev. Morris Joseph, an observant minister, though of the Reform Syna- 
gogue; and Mr. J. H. Levy, who is as little touched by theology as a man 
can be, both agree that the ultimate remedy is to be sought in self- 
amelioration. Mr. Joseph’s eloquent sermon appeared in our last issue. 
Mr. J, H. Levy's letter is published this week. It is marked by some 
mannerisms, such as the unnecessary reference to his personal antipathies in 
respect of some medical and sanitary methods, but comes to wise and inexpug- 
nable conclusions. We must exert ourselves to cultivate the fraternal 
spirit, both in ourselves individually, in Israel, and the nations. Our 
own redemption will come with that of the world, not by selfishness nor 
separation. The Palestine panaceas are too small even for the Russian and 
Austrian evils. The effort of the Chovevi Zion—which Mr. Zangwill so 
strongly denounces—can only be a palliative. All the soundest heads 
of Jewry have long seen that the Russo-Jewish question—which 
is the pivot of the whole problem—can and must be ultimately 
solved in Kussia itself. Indeed, Mr. Zangwill himself suggests this 
very way out, and looks forward to the time when the onward march of 
civilisation will break the walls of the Pale. Unfortunately he tells us that the 
results of this will be either the disappearance of the Jews—which would mean 
putting the patient out of his pain by killing him, and would therefore be no

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solution at all—or religious regeneration, a phrase which requires to be further 
explained. For ourselves we do not see why political emancipation must neods 
end in racial extinction. We can easily conceive of a liberated Jewry devoted 
to its faith, and at peace with the land in whichit dwells. The present adminis- 
tration in Russia is not » permanent element in the machinery of Earopean 
government ; we are no believers in the immortality of the Russian burean- 
eracy, or in the eternal dominion of superstition and ignorance. On the 
contrary, the gradual mental emancipation of the Russian people, the 
economic change of view already noticeable, the increasing contact with 
Western civilisation, the industrialising of the nation, and the slow but 
inevitable evolution of the European conscience cannot but deal a mortal 
blow to the cruelties of the Pale. And once the dominion of darkness begins 
to cramble—the Czar’s spontaneous violation of the May Laws is a significant 
omen—the complete rehabilitation of Russian Jewry will not lag behind. 
Meanwhile ours is the task to speed the day by attracting a greater and 
greater proportion of Israel back to the soil, and fitting them—by the aid of 
education—for the blessings and responsibilities of freedom. 


The smoke has apparently rolled away from the battle- 
field of the Affaire. Dreyfus is reposing at 
Carpentras ; (alliffet has declared the incident closed, 
and all is calmness and serenity itself. Yet the 
friends of justice and honest government cannot resist a feeling of chagrin 
and disappointment, a feeling that they have after all been beaten, or—what 
is far worse—that their opponents have won along the entireline. What was 
it that the enemies of Dreyfus set themselves? Their object was (1) to 
drive all Jews from the General Staff, and so give the keys of the War Office

to the Jesuits (2) to save the skins of the Mercier band. To all 
appearances, they have achieved both their purposes. Dreyfus is 
free, it is true, but he is a free conrict. He may appeal to 


the Court of Cassation, and the Court may quash the Rennes verdict, 
But, as Sir Godfrey Lushington points out in the article we summarise 
elsewhere, what the Court will not do is to send the matter before another 
military tribunal; which means that Dreyfus will never again be reinstated 
in the Army; still less in the War Office. This is all that the military 
clique ever wanted or contended for. That Dreyfus is at liberty does 
not concern them in the slightest; that he is away for ever from the 
Headquarters’ Staff is the real thing; and in this they have succeeded in 
their hearts’ desire. What is more, with Dreyfus there has also vanished that 
noble free-thinker Picquart, who, tothis day, remains plain M. l’icquart. Nay, 
they have read such a lesson to ambitions Jewish officers that we shall be 
surprised if any of them ever yearn in fature for the dangerous “distinction ” 
of associating with the Cuignets and Ciribelins of the War Offices 


And so the clericalisation of the Etat Major is complete. No less 
complete has been the triumph of the wmilitarists under the 
second head. They have completely saved their precious persons, 


A sponge is drawn across the Affaire and it is sufficiently large to incinde 
in its operations the rogueries and villainies of Vu Paty de Clam and his 
associates. The prosecution of Mercier is bartered away for the freedom olf 
Dreyfus ; and so the two parties sheath their swords. but, perhaps, the 
triumph is more apparent than real. After all, you can no more suppress 
justice, than you can compress water; the military plague which has been 
driven under for the moment, will appear again aud will have to be drastically 
treated. The story of the terror which the smallest movement of (rermany 
inspired in the breasts of the General Staff cannot but have discredited them ; 
their lying and contradictions cannot have failed to have sank deeply into the 
mind of France ; and the necessity of upholding the arm of the civil law has 
not grown less urgent with the revelations now in progress, any more than the 
anti-Semites have become more attractive with the cowardice of Regis, and 
the antics of Giuérin. ‘ Ou Dreyfus ou moi,” said Mercier once in a fit of 
arrogance ; what he should have said was “ Ou la République ou moi.” We 
have no doubt of France’s choice.

With the coming of winter, the various local Jewish social 
Jewish Social and literary societies, which have been in a state of 


and suspended animation during the summer months, are 
Literary springing into existence again, and renewing their 
Societies. youth. From our diary of forthcoming events, it will 


be seen that two of these societies are already giving 
signs of returning life. The community cannot buat heartily welcome these 
institutions and wish: them well. In the provinces, it is trae, they 
have long been a feature of communal life. Week by week, our 
columns have borne testimony to their popularity and energy. In 
London they have been a thing of slower growth, but, newr- 
theless, they are gradually taking root there, and increasing in numbers 
and strength ; and swe hope it will not be long before the Metropolis 
will be able to boast of societies that will rival the altogether admirable 
institutions in Manches ‘er, Birmingham and Glasgow. For there is no ga'n- 


saying the utility of such organisations. They are capable of doing moch in 
intellectualising Provincial Jews, quickening their mental activities, brosdening 
their sympathies, enlarging their purview and giving them a healthy interest 
in matters beyond their own narrow personal and even commanal concerns. 
And at the same time, by the increased coatact which they bring about with 
(sentile thinkers, by the intellectual exchanges which take place upon the 
Societies’ platforms a better matnal understanding and a spirit of whole- 
some toleration tend to be diffased abroad. There is one striking 
fact in regard to these institations—st all events the London ones 
—which cannot escape notice, and that is their intimate connection 
with the synagogues. No donbt, financial exigencies are largely responsible 
for this. The Societies are too weak, financially, to provide a habitation 
for themselves, and have, therefore, to be glad of the hospitelity of the House 
of Worship. At the same time the synagogues should be the last to gradge 
this hospitality. The more they enter into the daily life of the community, and 
the more the communal! activities centre about them, the less isolated will they 
be as an institation in what we may call communal economy, and the more 
‘live ” and vital a factor in the Jew's daily existence. Oa the other hand, we 
are glad to note that this synagogal connection has not given to the S icieties 
too mach of a religious or missionary bias. It is their problem to combine 
the grave with the gay ; to strike a working balance between their social and 
their intellectual functions, to avoid on the one hand the unredeemed frivolity 
of a mere dancing and concert academy, and to refrain on the other from 
casting over the lives of Jewish youth the pall of dour pietism which we 
associate (perhaps quite wrongly) with some Little Ministers. In proportion 
as they combine these two dnaties and achieve the golden mean 
will be their success in contributing to the cnltare and the happiness of 
English Jewry.

STATEMENT BY A FELLOW “CATTLE-TENDER.” 


We have had the opportunity of hearing from one of the passengers the 
actual facts concerning the ill-treatment of Jews on the ss. “ Manitou,’ some 
details of which were published in last week's Jrwisn Curoxicie. Mr. Arnold 
Fels, 25, Whitechapel Road, has made to us the following statement :— 

We left New York on the 9th of September on the Atlantic Transport 
Liner “Manitou.” I was among a number of others who, attracted by the 
advertisements in the American papers, to the effect that able-bodied persons 
willing to work “a couple” of hours a day, would be entitled to a passage to 
England at the reduced rate of 7} dollars, had taken the bait, only to find after- 
wards that we were forced to work from four in the morning until six, and 
sometimes even eight o'clock in the evening. This work is terribly hard, and it 
should be known that persons who enter into such an arrangement must be 
prepared for harsh treatment from the cattle-foreman. I remember an instance 
of a fellow-passenger, Max Dissaw, 46, Crispin Street, Spitalfields, who, notwith- 
standing that he had been placed on the sick list by the oy | s doctor, was com- 
pelled by the foreman to work until he dropped, from sheer fatigue. As far as I 
am personally concerned, being a powerful and robust man, I can stand hard work 
and cruel treatment, but I may mention that during the eventful voyage I was 
robbed of everything I had with me. I gave my belongings into the care of the 
ship's cook, who ad ofleved to take charge of them for a small consideration. 
Later on, having occasion to go tomy box, I found that it had been broken open 
and ransacked. I repeatedly laid a complaint before the captain, but nothing 
whatever was done. As regards the case of the poor Galician, Morris 
Proschowski, concerning which you published some particulars in your last 
«sue, I can place before you the facts on the authority of one who was a fellow- 
sufferer with him and knew all the circumstances. He was a tailor, who had 
for three years been working in one of the sweating dens with which 
New York abounds, and had saved up 225 gulden (nearly £20 in English 
money). When he came aboard he had his savings sewn up in his 
shirt. The day before we arrived in England, Proschowski was 
robbed of every cent he possessed and shockingly knocked about. I can vouch 
for the truth of this statement because I heard his cries for help and saw the 
marks of his treatment. He came to me with his face covered with blood and 
bruises, and told me that three of the ship's firemen had set on him, and cut his 
money out of his shirt where it was sewn. Because he endeavoured to protect 
his property they struck him, and told him that if he mentioned a word to the 
Captain they would throw him overboard. The same night another of the 
passengers and myself went with Proschowski and acted as his interpreter in 
telling the Captain of the outrage, but we were told by the Captain that he 
could not hold himself responsible for the safety of the possessions of the 
cattlemen. All that night Proschowski was in a condition of terror, fearing that 
the firemen would carry out their threat, but I was “on duty” as night-watch- 
man, so I kept an eye on him, There can be no doubt that the events of that 
terrible voyage unhinged poor Proschowski's mind and that the following 
morning he was mad. In consequence of his ravings the Captain ordered that 
he should be put in irons and locked in the wheelhouse. The rest you know. 
Soon afterwards we heard a splash and found that Proschowski was in the sea, 
and before the ship could be stopped and the boats lowered he was drowned. 
The same day we arrived in London.

A tombstone has been erected over the grave of Sir Julius Vogel, in the 
Willesden Jewish Cemetery, bearing the following inscription :-— 
Sacred to the memory of the 
HONOURABLE SiR JULIUS VOGEL, K.CMG, 
At one time Prime Minister and Colonial Treasurer of, and subsequently Agent-General 
for, New Zealand, who died 12th March, 1899. 
Aged 64. 
The secret consciousness of duty well performed ; the public voice of praise that honours 
virtue and records it; all these are yours. 


The tomb is a solid block of marble carved in the form of a scroll. At the 
head it is so shaped as to represent a massive roll gradually diminishing towards 
the foot, which finishes with a smaller roll. Each of the sides is cut in high 
relief so as to form the twisting of a huge scroll of paper which it is meant to 
represent. The incline thus formed from the larger to the smaller roll is utilised 
as a space for the inscription. The scroll rests on a bed of flowers. also carved 
in the solid, and then, again, on a moulded base which is panelled and has a 
strong course of ivy around it. The whole tomb is fixed on a large slab of white 
marble and is surrounded with small galvanised railings The marble is the 
finest white Carrara, which shows in brilliant contrast to the leaden letters. 
The whole of the work was executed by Messrs. Harris and Son, of Beaumont

The Alleged ‘Ritual Murder” in Bohemia. 
{FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 


VienNA, 28TH SEPTEMBER, 


The condemned man Hiilsner has already withdrawn his confession. The 
two Jews who were named by him as the actual murderers declare that they 
can positively prove alibis. The general ccnviction that Hiilsner lied has hereby 
been strengthened. 

“Roma deliberante Saguntum periit.’ This may well be applied to our 
leaders, for while they are deliberating, our enemies are acting. orci a 
mass meeting was held in the large hall of the Vienna Musical Union, which had 
been convened by the anti-Semitic party. So eager was the populace to attend 
the meeting that thousands had to be turned away, owing to want of room. 
This gave rise to some disturbances, and only the assurance that several other 
anti-Jewish meetings would be held pacified the mob who were clamouring for 
admission. The speakers vied with each other in vilifying the Jews ; neverthe- 
less no attempt was made by the authorities to dissolve the meeting. _ 

The various Committees and Sub-Committees appointed by Jewish bodies 
are holding numerous meetings. They are unanimous in the opinion that some- 
thing must be done; but they have accomplished nothing. Or rather, they 
have decided that eventually it will be necessary to launch another protest 
against the “ blood accusation.” 

It is noteworthy that up till now the so-called Liberal and Social Democratic 
parties, which number so many Jews within their ranks, have taken no steps 
whatsoever to counteract the shameful proceedings of the anti-Semites, and the 
propagation by them of the “ Ritual murder” calumny. Representations made 
to Christians in Vienna, who are friendly disposed to Jews are met with promises, 
but these promises ultimately end in refusals to move in the matter of defending 
our just cause. It is, however, but just to state that the Juristischen Bliitter, a 
law journal, to which many leading barristers contribute, emphatically condemn 
the “blood accusation " and the conviction of Hiilsner. They declare that the 
decision of the Court at Kuttenberg justifies mutatis mutandis as regards the 
Austrians, the saying of Montaigne: “ if any one were to accuse me of stealing 
the towers of Notre Dame, I should flee from France.” 

Jews are leaving many of the smaller Czech towns, and at one of these 
places the last Jew who departed was escorted from the town by the whole of 
the Christian population, to the sounds of music. , 

The affair has had a curious sequel. In Bohemia and in Vienna, also, an 
agitation is being carried on among Christian female servants in Jewish familis 
with the view to their giving up their employment. Several cases of this kind 
have ready been reported. 

Shameful treatment has been meted out to the Roman Catholic priest, 
Andreas Csori, in Buda-Pesth. For his fearless conduct in publicly speaking in 
favour of Captain Dreyfus, and in denouncing the charge of “ritual murder ” 
against the ye he has been dismissed from his post by the Abbot of his 
district, Bela Kanovicz, and bas been threatened with disciplinary measures. 
And when a protest was addressed to the Government against this act of 
intolerance, the reply was made that it was powerless to do anything in the 
matter. 

The first Jewish protest meeting against the “ ritual murder” calumny was 
held here yesterday. It was convened by the Zionists of the Fifth District of 
Vienna, and was very numerously attended. 


VIENNA, Ist OCTOBER, 


It was only last week that the Bohemian Jews commenced to take action 
against the disgraceful /Aeize, to which the Polna affair has given rise. The 
Jewish community and the Rabbinate in Prague, the Federation of Jewish 
Communities and the Union of Rabbis in Bohemia, have published their 
protests. Unfortunately these have been published in Jewish journals only. 
The Czech papers, with few exceptions, profess to believe in the “ ritual 
murder.” But to counteract the mischief of these newspapers, the organ of 
the Governor of Bohemia, the semi-official Prager Abendblatt has, in a long 
article, shown the absolute falsity of the accusation against the Jews- 

The calumny of which we are the victims is likely to have important 
political results, for at a meeting of the National Czech-Jewish Association it 
was decided to hold aloof from all political connection with the Czech party 
generally, to discontinue the National Jewish Societies, and eventually to remove 
Jewish children from the Czech Schools, where they are reviled because they 
are accused of using Christian blood. Among the native Bohemian Jews the 
desire for assimilation had gone so far as to agitate in favour of the substitution 
of the Czech language for Hebrew in the liturgy of the Synagogue 

It is proposed by Jews in Bohemia to publish pamphlets in reply to the 
“blood accusation.” Such pamphlets are needed, for the country is being 
deluged with anti-Semitic brochures, the circulation of which is in no way 
checked by the authorities.

COLONIAL AND FOREIGN NEWS. 


AUSTRALIA, 


A correspondent writes from Melbourne: A pleasing event is the i 
election of Councillor Maurice Gross to the position of Maver of Flerov. one of 
the most important suburban cities in the Colony of Victoria. To the Jewish 
community this is particularly gratifying, from the fact that Councillor Gross is 
the first Jewish resident of Fitzroy to be honoured by being placed in the 
position of Mayor and Chief Magistrate of this city. In fact. not only is he the 
first Jewish Mayor of Fitzroy, but he is the first Jewish Councillor elected. 
having been returned two years ago by the largest majority ever obtained by any 
candidate in his ward. Prior to his election as Mayor it was necessary for Coun- 
cillor Gross to present himself for re-election to the ratepayers, and the confi- 
dence ieee in him was shown by his unopposed return for a term of three 
years. This gentleman has always taken the deepest interest in Jewish com. 
munal matters, controlling at one time the East Melbourne Sabbath School. 
being a member of the Jewish School Board, and occupying a seat at the Board 
of the Jewish Philanthropic Society of Melbourne, added to which he has just 
been returned unopposed for a second time as Treasurer of the East Melbourne 
Hebrew Congregation. 


Considerable friction is evidenced in the working of the Proselyte Board 
in Melbourne, and it is prognosticated that this Board is unworkable: in fact, a 
communication to that effect has been forwarded to the Melbourne Hebrew 
—— by the “ Local Beth Din,” and by the President of the Board 
itself. 


It is usually the case that progress tends to enlarge and develope educational 
institutions, but with respect to the Victorian Jewish Community the very 
reverse is the case, inasmuch as it is claimed that the various congregations are 
progressing, and yet, despite this assertion, it is a fact that cannot be disputed 
that the Sabbath services are but sparsely attended, the usual week-day services 
are all but abrogated, whilst the apathy and laxity that exist with regard to the 
observance of the Sabbath and Dietary Laws are most painful to behold. The 
Melbourne Hebrew School for Secular and Hebrew Instruction has had to be 
closed through opposition and lack of support, and the Rev. 8. M. Solomon, as a 
reward for his six years unpaid labour in teaching at and carrying on this school. 
is left with a heavy monetary liability to chronicle the collapse of a school that 
has proved itself a credit to the community, and to all concerned, and in any 
other part of the world would have been accorded the heartiest support and 
encouragement, 


The annual meeting of the Melbourne Hebrew Congregation passed off on 
Sunday, the 27th August, without much to attract attention. Councillor Jacob 
Marks was re-elected President, at the unanimous request of the meeting, as he 
did not offer himself for re-election. Mr. Leon Crawcour, Treasurer, and Messrs. 
Moses Alexander, Jack Barnett,and Michael H. Cohen were elected members of 
Committee for two years. Mr. Gabriel Eilenberg was elected on the Committee 
for two years, Mr. Josiah Marks did not offer himself for re-election, owing to 
ill-health. Messrs. Joseph G, Basch and Baron Marks were re-elected as Hon. 
Auditors, and a vote of thanks was accorded them for past services. A special 
vote of thanks was passed to the Rev. Dr. Abrahams, minister, and to the Rev. 
8S. M. Solomon, assistant minister, for efficient discharge of duties. and it was 
unanimously decided to re-instate to a small amount the stipend of the Rev. 
8S. M. Solomon, which had been reduced by a sum of one hundred pounds per 
annum some years ago, in accordance with the retrenchment scheme of this 
congregation.

For several months Jewish merchants have been much hampered in 
their business operations, and have suffered severe geen losses by being 
eg through the hostility of Mahomedan trade rivals, to close their 
shops. 


RUSSIA. 


The Times correspondent at Odessa writes:—The Minister of Public 
Education has ordered that the Jewish students who were dismissed from the 
University of Kieff, and refused re-admission on the ground that such 
re-admission would cause the Jewish proportion of students to exceed the 
legitimate normal percentage of ten, can now be admitted over and above the 
normal percentage. Nearly 200 Jewish youths will be admitted in consequence 
of this decree. 


Hammersmith.—A meeting was recently held in the Vestry Room of the 
Hammersmith Synagogue for the purpose of establishing a social club for the 
residents of the district and their friends, There was a very large attendance, 
and a resolution was unanimously passed that a society should be formed, to be 
called the West London Jewish Literary and Dramatic Society. Seventy ladies 
and gentlemen present signified their intention of becoming members. The 
following hono officers were elected: Mr. J. M. Levy, President; Mr. 
Maurice Mosely, Vice-President ; Mr. Alfred Simons, Treasurer; and Mr. 8 
Berkovitch, Secretary. A Committee was appointed and instructed to draft 
bye-laws and to take the necessary steps to organise the work of the Society. 


The Jews in Buenos Ayres.

One of the most striking features of progress in the Jewish community of 
Buenos Ayres is the crowding to excess of all the places of worship, per- 
manent and temporary, on the last Rosh Hashona, as well as the increase of 
houses of prayers. Not one New Year passes but one hears of a fresh 
synagogue being opened in this metropolis. The addition of this year is the 
“Chevra Tehillim." The Talmud Torah had to hire a big hall of « 
Society for the New Year's festivals, its permanent place being too small, and 
it is therefore occupied by the Sephardic congregation, who have two places this 
year, as in former years, and who have appeared only since the immigration 
of the Russian Jews by the late Karon de Hirsch. In all there are eight places 
of oye this year, including the two of the Sephardim. The services in 
nearly all the Ashkenazic synag ues are conducted by the best selected 
Chazonim according tothe custom of the Polish and Russian Jew—to hear the 
best music possible on the soul-awakening days.

Text of the Report eon Children's Services. 


This is the second year in which Divine Service on the High Festivals specially 
arranged f yr children has been beld. The success obtained has been more satisfactory 
than last year as, from reportea received, the attendances were,in some instances, even 
greater than the number of tickets allotted to each centre. Last year the Halie‘at Beroer 
Street, Deal St.eet, Gravel Lane and Oid Castle Board Schools were hired at a ast of 
£3 7s. To this number were added this year the Hails at Settles Street and Chicksand 
Street Board Schools at a total cost of £5 ls. Besides these the authorities of the Jew,’ 
Free School, the Jews’ Infant School and the Stepney Jewish Schools kindly granted the 
use of their premises free of charge as was also the case last year. Accommodation for 
1.600 children was furnished this year against 1460 last year. lhe total expense last year 
wae £48 58 lid. This year it will exceed £70. The arrangements at the Jews’ Free 
School, the Jews’ Infant School and the Stepney Jewish Schools were placed in the hands 
of Mr. L. G. Bowman, Miss Phillips ani Mr. BE. Norden, respectively, and in each case 
the resulta obtained were highly gratifying. At Setties Street Board School much 
difficulty was experienced in obtaining Readers and Assistants to co-operate with Mr 
Joseph Jacobs of Baker Street Board School, who from the first volunteered to do 
his best to make the Services a auccess. Several of the lady-teachers of the Commercial 
Street and Buckle Street Infant Schools worked cordially at different centres. Mach 
honorary assistance was rendered by both ladies and gentlemen. Seven members of the 
Lads’ Brigade acted as AL"PN YS. They were trained by the Rev. J. F. Stern, who in 
other respects, too, rendered valuabie assistance. Mr. A. Feidman, B.A , helped priacipa!ly 
in the selection of the Halis of the Board Schools. Seven Scrolls of the Law were sapplied 
by the Great Synagogue, the St. John's Wood Synagogue, the East London Synagogue, aod 
Mr. Henry Hymans. Sermons were written by the Chief Kabbi, the Rev. 8. Singer, the 
Rev. J. F. Sternand the Rev. S. Levy, B.A. A farther extension of this good work is 
needed and may be realised by adding Buck's Row and Rutiand Street Board Schools to 
the nine centres at which Services were held this year. Application was made to the Hon. 
Seo. for copies of the Sermons for use at the Children’s Mervices in connection with South 
Hackney and Boro’ Synagogues. This reqaest could not be granted as only a limited 
number of copies were typewritten, jast sufficient for the requirements of the nine centres.

At times, gloomy views and opinions as tothe state of modern Judaism 
are expressed. There are complaints that the old, ardent affection for the faith 
is | away. [tis asserted that there isa decline in true religious senti- 
ment, a decay, ordry rot is supposed to have set in, and similar vague charges are 
made, We have met those good old souls who sigh for the times of their youth 
when, as they declare, Shobbos meant more than a day to air your best clothes 
on. There are also certain young and “superior” persons who affect to regard 
religion as a thing of the past, and who babble of “ superstition ” and “outgrow- 
ing ancient prejudices,” and other clever ideas of that kind. We need not take 
either of these very seriously, however, the characteristic of the age being to 
think poorly of the present and to glorify the past. whilst the shallow pessimists 
who profess to see a religious weakening, a lack of zeal, and so forth, will alter 
their errors when they get a bit older. There is plenty of wear in the Old Clo’ 
of Israel yet, the reflections and speculations of “ superior” people notwith- 
standing, and those old folk who feel uneasy about the imaginary disrespect for 
the Shobbos, can feel assured it is not so bad as they fancy. Even here. in 
Johannesburg, where the conventionalities are not studied, where all are running 


in the wild race for gold. where men are more in a hurry to mak ,

Cular place under the sun where the cynic ought to discover religious apathy this 
ought to be it, but with all our eagerness in the money-hunt, we still know what 
belongs to God and what belongs to man. ; 

We are about 12,000 Jews here in the town and along the reef, and there is 
every specimen of the race amongst us. We hail from all climes, and a walk 
through our Ghetto—for the foreign Jew will Ghetto-ise himself whether it is 
needed or not—will bring reminiscences to the globe-trotter of nearly every part 
of the world, We mostly come from Russia, Lithuania, Poland and Eastern 
Europe, and show a ready aptitude in shaking off the habits acquired in those 
countries. Being the great bulk, really the masses of the Jewish community, 
we quickly assimilate ourselves with the rest. Very soon the Russ, or Pole, or 
“ Litvock.” or whatever he is, presents the same appearance as other people, he 
becoming a different kind of man to what he was, after discarding the dangling 
garments of his former days. Jews are really very much alike when simular! 
garbed, it is only a matter of surroundings of where they were settled. Althoug 
unamiable persons say that the Russ, “ Litvock,” &c., &c., 18 an imperfect being 
with very crude theories on soap, he quickly proves himself as good a man as 
his more lacquered coreligionist, in a variety of ways. He is a sound man of 
the world and a resolute Jew, and there is no moonshine about him, and there 
are no cobwebs in his mind about Judaic decay either. Only give him a fair 
haven and let him stand free from continuous oppression, the man from Eastern 
Europe is as useful a creature of God's as any. We likewise have some hundreds 
of Jews who were fortunate enough to have been born in Germany, and who, 
by reason. are highly cultured and intellectual, and do nothing so foolish as to 
bother with Schulen and such things. There are amongst them mighty 
menon ‘Change, in finance, in commerce, in society, in politics, in the 
learned professions, they are the leading trons of art, music 
and the drama, but they have constituted themselves into a caste, 
who regard the common, or garden Jew, as taboo. In fact, it is regret- 
table to remark that but very few of the German Jewish section identif 
themselves with the concerns and communal work of their coreligionists at all. 
They may give their meed of charity, but if they do, it is probably in the same 
spirit of stealth which betokens their attachment to the faith of their fathers. 
No, the Teuto-Jew of Johannesburg is not a brother in Israel, which is a sore 
puzzle to me. In the great manufacturing city of Manchester—my native town 
—we will probably find the most representative and wealthy German-Jewish 
body in England. Families among them of the highest social standing, of world- 
wide commercial fame, of wealth, procured by methods that contrast very 
strikingly to that exploited from South Africa. Jews, generally, who are 
altogether on a loftier and nobler pedestal than any sample of South African 
millionaire be he non-Jew or Jew, yet these never shrink from their brethren in 
Israel! Nearly all the benevolence that flows to the Manchester Jewish charities 
is from them, and they are not ashamed to take an active part in all that pertains 
to the faith either. They present themselves as Jews as well as philanthropists, 
whilst here in hydrophobic, parrenu Johannesburg, the German Jew practically 
disowns bis creed, and apes the Junker of the Fatherland. All this would be 
amusing, but the arrant folly of such a position in times when the Jew is 
being vilified,, not only in France, but here in this Bovotian land itself, 
ealls for at least a passing notice. When the enemy begin to make mouths 
at us we are all affected, German, Polish, Russian, British and every 
kind of Jew. Hence it would be very interesting to discover the reason 
for the total difference between the character of the English-German Jew 
and that of his German coreligionist in the Transvaal. Why, in fact, one 
cannot be as loyal to his religion and race in Africa as the other in Great 
Britain. It might seem strange that such really is the case, but the attitude of 
the German Jew in Johannesburg is not exaggerated in this communica- 
tion in the slightest degree. He really comports himself as though it is below 
his dignity in any way to fraternise or mingle with his coreligionists, except in 
business, 

For all this, Rosh Hashona on the Rand brought such crowds of observing 
Jews together that the greatest difficulty was found where to accommodate 
them. Not alone in the town were the local synagogues crammed, but in every 
little mining town outside all possible places were used for Minyanim, To 
describe minutely the various halls, hotels, “ buildings,” &c., &c., used for wor- 
ship would be to encroach too much on your space. This can be judged by the 
fact that, so great was the demand for seats, that even premiums were paid for 
tickets, espeially for the two synagogues. Any cynic who witnessed the rush 
would not have troubled himself much about that fanciful falling away from 
Judaism some croakers so worry about. One could meet none but Jews during 
the holidays, and all Johannesburg appeared to be doing nothing but going to 
Schyle. I visited a couple of “ Chevras,’ rooms rather roughly fitted up for 
worship, and was much struck by the capacity of theamateur Chazonim. They 
fulfilled their offices splendidly, and when they did get intoa bit of a hitch 
somewhere it was pleasant to witness the pious zeal with which the congregation 
got them out of it again. These disparaged * Litvockim™ seem to have a more 
substantial knowledge of the faith than all other people on earth, for any 
individual man of them appears able to take his stand as a Minister or 
Reader at once. Scattered amongst us is a handful of Sephardim 
who, I am glad to remark, showed no indication of conceding their religious 
feelings. Called together by Mr. Joseph da Silva—a scion of an old Sephardi 
family—they formed a Minyan, and held service in accordance with their solemn 
and ancient ritual. Thisis worthy of special mention, because it is probably the 
first regulation Sephardic service ever held in the Transvaal, and may be con- 
sidered memorable when the future annals of African Judaism are being 
compiled. The British Jew, who in point of numbers stands below the 
Russian, Pole, or Lithuanian, yet contributes the next great item in the total 
Jewish population. Being no faddist with unsettled religious tastes, he modestly 
mingled with the rest at the various synagogues and Chevras, and made no cere- 
mony about it. Altogether, remembering the din and excitement, the generally 
distracted state of our surroundings, the average Jew ought to feel proud of the 
thousands who flocked to worship. This is one green spot in the present weary 
waste of our existence, 


Although knowing the Jewisn Ciironicie is not political, a writer from 
Johannesburg would be either more or less than human if avoiding comment 
entirely on parsing events. We are all—without distinction of creed—in a most 
perilous position. It only wants a spark to set the entire country in flames yet 
it will interest the “ philosophic doubters,” and those depressed ones who see 
nothing but dry-rot in religion, to hear that not alone are the Jews in attending 
divine worship, for churches and chapels have their crowded congregations as 
well. This is very comforting to know, and marks a calmness and confidence 
impossible at this crisis to praise too highly. 

In closing let us hope, and for the sake of the many hel 
children of Johannesburg, that the existing difficulties will Ss prelintemed 
out bloodshed. It is particularly for the Jew to protest against the bitterness 
of the race hatred now maddening the Transvaal, for what horrors have we 
suffered on that account’ There is much more useful work to be done in this 
erage | than fighting ; the claims of the Uitlander could be settled, the gross- 
ness of Boer civil and legal administration toned down, anda general solving of 
difficulties could be arranged. To my mind, it is a terrible commentary on the 


Christianity of both Boer and Briton ; this savage howling for blood. But at th 
time of writing, the man of peace need not shesiion all” hope ; an alternative 
might yet be found. That it will is the fervent wish of thousands. The people

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


A Ben Sira Number. 
A good deal of space will be devoted to the Hebrew Ben Sira in the coming 
number of the Jewish Quarterly Review, In the first place, the British Museum 
fragments will be published, with a translation and notes by the Rev. G 
Margoliouth (not to be confused with Professor Margoliouth, of Oxford) 
Secondly, Professor Bacher has a trenchant criticism of Professor Margoliouth’'s 
theory that the Cairene texts were re-translated on the basis of a Persian 
version. Ina postcript, Professor Bacher will renew his expression of faith in 
the authenticity of the fragments. Thirdly, Mr. Cowley will give some various 
readings of the Cambridge fragments, derived from a personal examination of 
the MSS. Fourthly, Mr. Cowley reviews Herkenne’s striking work on the 
old Latin version of Ecclesiasticus. Finally, a preliminary notice of: the 
Cambridge Volume will be provided by one of the editors. There will be a good 
deal of Ben Sira matter also in the January number. 

Outside Ben Sira, there will be an elaborate essay in the October number by 
Dr. 8. A. Hirsch on Roger Bacon. Mrs. Henry Lucas will contribute a metrica} 
translation of one of the Yiddish poems of the new Ghetto genius—M. Rosen 
feld.

Mr, Jacobs was wiser than bis critics 
To have discussed the facts of Jewish life in the States. on the same scale as 
that on which he has treated Anglo-Jewry, would have swollen the volume to 
at least a thousand pages. Dr. Cyrus Adler has now come to the rescue, He 
has not given us an American “ Who's Who:” he has limited himself to the 
institutions national and local of America ; he has given nothing but bare facts 
Set he has found 14") pages scarcely adequate for his task. 

First, as to the side contents of the volume, There are two surveys, written 
by Mr. A. S. Isaacs and Mr. Joseph Jacobs respectively. The former reviews the 
Jews of the United States, the latter the Jews of Europe during the past year 
()f course there is a Calendar. “ The original intention,” says Dr. Adler, “ was 
to supply information as to the hour of the commencement of Sabbath, c., but 
owing to the great extent of the country this was found impracticable.’ This 
statement is well borne out by the whole book. What an enormous field is 
eyvered! According to Dr. Adler's estimate there are 1/43.40 Jews in the 
States, that is to say, ten times as many as there are in the United Kingdom. 
The whole population of Jews in the world is givenas 10,725,401—the unit being 
particularly impressive. Besides the statistics, Dr. Adler gives a summary of 
the events of the year and a curious collection of items it is, the small and the 
great tripping on each other's heels, ©n the whole the list is capitally done 
however, A very useful piece of work isthe list of Jewish periodicals published 
in the United States. (The Jewish Guarterly, by the way, is also published in 
New York by Macmillan). In this list there is a large number of Yiddish 
papers, 

The bulk of the book, however, is devoted to the institutions. Here is 
presented the first complete survey of American Judaism. It impresses one 
with a sense of vitality and massiveness. The activity in many of the cities is 
simply astoundiog. Dr. Adler has grappled with his myriad details with an 
orderly skill which wins one's unstinted admiration. He has done more than a 
local service. He has enabled the Jews of the world to see at a glance what 
their American brothers and sisters are doing. One may safely prophesy tha; 
Dr. Adler's volume will double its size next year. To begin with, an Index of 
names is indispensable, though to add one would require a good deal of space. 
Then we are all anxious for personal details about leading American Jews 
These will have to come. even thought the book grow to the size of the latest 
Whitaker. A thinner, lighter paper might be chosen and the weight of the 
book not increased though the pages were doubled. Dr, Adler and the Jewish: 
Publication Society of America may be congratulated on a successful launch of 
their vessel, The Year Book is destined to become a regular annual. 

items of Literary News. 

The Festschrift. in honour of Prof. Daniel Chwolson (Calvary, Berlin) has 
now appeared. The book is issued practically under Jewish auspices, though 
Dr. Chwolson long ago left the synagogue for the Church, He has been a real 
friend of the Russian Jews, a splendid pleader for justice, an ardent vindicator 
of bis former brethren against anti-Semitism. Dr. Chwolson is a great scholar 
and a man of fine character.—It is good to note that Drs. Brann and Rosenthal 
are about to edit a volume in memory of the late Prof. D. Kaufmann, They have 
planned to issue it on the anniversary of Kaufmann’s death. The editors would 
be grateful if those who received letters from Kaufmann would place them at the 
disposal of the writer of a proposed character-sketch of the late scholar.— Besides 
continuations of outstanding articles, the Monatsschrift for August (which is 
only just out) has a fine article by Prof Bacher on the “Chaber” (Associate) 
of Palestine in the third and fourth centuries —The exact title of Prof. 
Bacher's latest book is “ Die iilteste Terminologie der jiidischen Schriftausle- 
gang: Ein Worterbuch der Bibelexegetischen Kuntsprache der ‘Tannaiten ” 
(Leipzig, Hinrichs).—The first part of a book on a good subject is Zemach 
Rabbiner’s “ Beitrige zur Hebr. Synonomik” (Berlin, Itzkowski), In this 
the author treats of the Biblical Synonyms as discussed in_ the 
Talmud and Midrash—Among books recently published, or just 
announced. are the following : An English translation of Abraham 
(reiger’s “Judaism and Islam ;” H. Charles’ “ Jewish and Christian 
Eschatology” (A. and C. Black); Professor Toy’s “ Proverbs” in T. and T. 
Clark's International Critical Commentary : Hillard’s “ Genesis,” Spurling’s 
‘ Joshua,” Stewart's Exodus, Kettlewell’s Ezra,” etc. (Rivington). he same 
publishers announce some additions to their * Handbooks to the Bible” series ; 
“ Bericht” of the Ezra (Colonisation Society); a Hebrew commentary on 
Ruth. by “ Rev. Jabez” (London); “ Palistina und die jiidische Colonien,” 
by I. Raffalovitch and M. E, Sachs (Jerusalem and London). a % 


De. Edward Montet in the Asiatic Quarterly gives some account of M_ 
Vesquet's theory of the connection between Semitic and Aryan languages, 
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Some community of origin most probably existed ; but there is a mathematica! 
neatness in some of M. Fesqnet's laws, which is in itself suspicious, According 
to his first rale, the Hebrew triliterals are the agglutination of two biliteral 
monosyllables having the same meaning. Thus, »wituit is from V¥Y¥3, and 
that is + 7° representa nituit (Celtic day), and V¥ is 
(Sanscrit han-ana, hir-ana, cir, sun, &c.) the parallelistic Hebrew 
to express shining stuck together two words, as sun-shine, but the second word 
always began with the same letter with which the first ended. More persuasive 
are the comparisons of such words as OT with Sansacrit »eg-as, snake; 7 
with Sanscrit reh-a, bad; >°% with Latin ilex, oak. M. Montet however 
observes that Hebrew is not the best member of the Semitic group to make 
comparisons with, and that Arabic has preserved more traces of its origin. 


The Madrigal, with its undoubted dependence upon and connection with 
pastoral poetry must ever be a source of interest to the Jewish mind, For, in 
sense, the circle of pastoral poetry which began with the Song of Songs, may be 
said to have been rounded with Luzzatto'’s “ Migdol Oz.” that bizarre work of 
genius which owed so much to Guarini and Fletcher. And therefore Mr. F. A. 
Cox's charming anthology of English Madrigals (Dent and Co.) is very welcome, 
and deserves the close attention of al! students of literary history and all lovers 
of graceful verse. Mr. Cox adds a scholarly introduction which clears up many 
of the darksome places in the history of the Madrigalian form. S A. A. 


A weird, romantic story entitled “ Bethulah,” by Mr. Israel Zangwill, ia pab-. 
lished in the current issue of Harper's Monthly. It tells of a community of 
Chassidim, a wonder Rabbi at Zloczszol, in Hungary, of one Ben David—so 
named because he is reputed to be a direct descendant of David: of his 
daughter, the central figure of the story, Bethulah the Holy Qaeen, of whose 
immaculacy the Messiah is to be born one Ninth of Ab.

Sir Godfrey Lushington on the Rennes Verdict. 


Sir Godfrey Lushington who, by bis letters to the Times, did so much to 
illumine the tortuosities of the Dreyfus Affaire, has an article reviewing the 
trial and verdict in the current number of the National Review. Sir Godfrey 
sums up the “evidence” given on behalf of the prosecution, pointing out its 
weakness and even imbecility, and calling attention to ma of the villainies 
perpetrated by the military p sheen as they were revealed in all their hideousness 
at Rennes. Sir Godfrey's dissection of the evidence, which makes clear man 
of the iniquities which the exigencies of newspaper «pace often left obscure, will 
remain as a valuable account of the shameful wrongs a peer at Rennes in 
the name of Justice, As to Colonel Jouaust’s behaviour, be remarks :— 


To begin with the general conduct of the enquiry. That Colonel Jouaust at time* 
during the bearing could not bide his bias, and that from the firet he meant to convict, 
whatever the evidence, cannot be doubted, All the same, | believe that he endeavoured 
to conduct the trial with outeide fairness, and that his rej«ction of evidence, even when 
most unfair was due to this: That having a hazy pope tye of his legal duty and the 
righte of defence he acted upon bis military notions of what was proper or expedient. 

Then the case was very complicated, much more so than it bh been in 1894, by reason 
of the events which had supervened with respect to Esterhazy, Picquart, Da Paty de 
Clam, &c. Even with an experienced jadge enforcing a strict rule of evidence it would 
bave been no easy matter to manage ; as it was, with military officers for jacges anda 
system which allows witnesses to depose as they please and practically limits the control 
of the Court to their subsequent interrogation, the difficulties must have been very great 
indeed. And the later proceedings showed more strikingly than the earlier ones what con- 
fused ideas the Court had as to the proper range of the enquiry, and the points on which 
the defence were entitied to give evidence. With regard to many topics the Judges found 
themeelves in this dilemma. They knew neither how to excladé them, nor admitticg 
them how to keep the case within bounds or safe from what might seem to them abase. 


M. Demange’s speech in defence of Dreyfus has been the subject of a great 
deal of criticiem. It has been urged with a great deal of force that the respect 
and even flattery which he showered upon the scoundrels of the Etat Major 
were disastrous to the interests of Dreyfus. Not only were they in direct 
antagonism to Labori's whole conduct of the case ; they positively discredited 
that Counsel, undid the whole of the defence as he had developed it, and 
practically turned the case for Dreyfus topsy turvy. Sir Godfrey Lushington 
strongly endorses this view of Demange’'s speech. He says :— 


Then followed the defence. Labori waived his right to speak. After the stormy 
paseages be had had with the I’resident, it was feared lest his words, lest his very appear- 
ance should set the Court sgainst his client. Whata reproach—more significant than 
words ~ on the unfitness of the judges to try this case! They could not bearto hrar the 
trnath And Demange, who did speak, 1 am bound to say, took care not to tell it them. 
His epecch, no doubt, was one of adroit and brilliant advocacy. At the opening he made 
en excellent stroke in reading some of Dreyfus’ letters from the Lie da Diable—letters 
most pathetic, and breathing not only innocence, but loyalty. Lateron he forcibly 
insisted on the conclusive proof of Dreyfus’ innocencs contained in the telegram of 2ad 
November, 1894, by which Panizzardi, before ever the agitation had begun, and supposing 
his communication to be unknown to the French Government, informed his own head- 
quarters in cypher that he knew nothing of Dreyfus. And later on still he drove well 
home the impossibility of Dreyfus having written, “Iam off to the manceuvres,” and 
therefore of haviug writen the bordereau. These, beyond doubt, were good points to make 
Bat they were rather lost in the midst of his detatied examination of the argaments of the 
prosecution drawn from the bordercau and from the secret dossier. These he dissected and 
exposed with the skill of a master, showing that they were all hypotheses. many of them 
ill-founded hypotheses, the remainder unverified hypotheses, where, if an accused was to 
be convicted, there should be prouf If cogent logic would have eufficed, Demange would 
have secured a verdict. Hut what marked his speech was his anxiety to propitiate the 
judges. This often led him to put the defence scarcely higher than that the case was not 
proved. He refused to argue that the choice lay between Dreyfus and Esterhazy, for that 
would have brought him into collision with the chose pugce, the acquittal of Esterhazy, and 
with the Generals who had intrigued to screen him. In short, he avoided every topic 
which could give offence; even the persecution of Picquart and the secret communication 
of documenta were not alluded to Nay, the Generals and Staff were all dubbed 
“honourable men.” No one will doubt Mercier’s word. Unnecessary to establish the 
loyalty of General Conse, what is certain ie that he is an honest man. Cavaignac isa man 
of good faith, Roget a distinguished officer. Bertillon is not to be despised. Du Paty de 
Ciam is to be spoken of with all courtesy; he has been very i!! lately; if it must be said 
that his imagination outruns his judgment that is hardly to blame him. Even Esterhazy 
is rather a rogue than a traitor. The idea of Henry's complicity with him in treason is 
not to be thought of. Henry was brave, loyal, and honest ; may he notin confidence have 
communicated secrets to his friend Esterhazy in the belicf that he was dealing with a man 
of bomour / may he not have forgotten Heterbazy'’s handwriting when he saw it in the 
hordercan ? and may not his suicide be accounted for by his remorse at finding his confi- 
dence had been abused’ Ali thisafter the revelations in the Court of Cassation! All 
this in the year 1899, when ja /umwre was at last to be given to the world, and the a/fuire 
D> eyfus was to stand out in the full blaze of truth | We now understand why Demange 
did not cross-examine the Generals, why Labori refused to address the Court I do not 
ray that Labori would have succeeded any better; it is more than probable that nothing 
said or done would have had any effect. But was it likely that these servile judges, or even 
the one jadge whose vote was supposed to be hanging in the balance, would be convinced 
by mere jogic or be coaxed to acquit by a timorous and insincere half, or less than balf, 
presentment of the case’ Was not the only chance to shame them into duing what was 
right by exposing before the Court and the public the truth, the naked truth, and leavy ing 
to the judges the responsibility of rejecting it? That Dreyfas was indubitably innocent, 
entirely innocent; that Esterhazy was indubitably guilty; and that the Generals and 
Staff, in order to hide their own shameful misdeeds, had scresned Katerhazy and perse- 
cuted Dreyfus, and for this purpose had resorted to turpitudes worthy only of coiners or 
members of the Long Firm, this was the truth, and it was capable of complete demonst a- 
tion. In not presenting it in al! ita hideous reality Demange, as it seems to me. omitted to 
use the moral force of his case—the force which, if anything could, might have prevented 
a verdict of condemnation from military officers, the force by which we tru.t that in spite 
of that verdict Dreyfas will yet obtain some justice from bis fellow-countrymen. 


As to the apparently contradictory verdict of “guilty with extenuating 
circumstances,” Sir Godfrey remarks :— | 

it sounds absurd that an officer of the Headquarter Staff should be found guilty of 
selling his country under extenuating circumstances. But we need not suppose that the 
Court thereby implied either that Dreyfus was only half a traitor or that they themselves 
were only half-satisfied of his being a traitor. All that was signified was that they did 
not desire their sentence to be carried out, no doubt for the reason that they would fain 
avert a storm of public indignation. “ Extenuating circumstances,” therefore, meant 
only, “ He has suffered enough in his five years on the Ile du Diable, let him now be 
pardoned.” And this is what has been done. The President has granted Dreyfus a 
pardon. The remedy is, of course, utterly inappropriate to the facts, and even cffensive : 
still, for the present, the best that is to be had. 


Dreyfus, it will be remembered, made a public declaration immediately upon 
his release to the effect that he would not rest till his complete vindication had 
been accomplished. ‘This, of course, can only be now by the action of the 
Court of Cassation. But Sir Godfrey Lushington is not very enthusiastic 
about the possibilities of this procedure. All the Court can do, he tells us, is to 
quash the Rennes verdict. After the verdict, it is inconceivable that it would 
send Dreyfus before another Court-martial, To this extent, then, Dreyfus must 
for ever forego the nope of being reinstated by a verdict of his brother officers. 
All that can be hoped for is an indirect re-habilitation by means of a prosecution 
of Mercier and the rest. But that hope is fading in the distance. The 
of the sponge has won the day, and Mercier is safe.

Colonisation of Palestine. 
> 
REPORT OF “EZRA” SOCIETY. 


The report of the “ Ezra” Society, for the encouragement of Jewish agri- 
cultural workers in Palestine and Syria, has just been issued, It covers the 
work done during the years 1896, 1897, and 1898. During this period the Society 
has made remarkable progress. The membership has risen from 2,166 in 1896, to 
3.000, and the number of branches is 260. his great increase is a testi- 
mony to the value of the work the Society 1s engaged in, and a_ recognition that 
to assist Jews to become agriculturists meets with great and ever-increasing 
approval among the Jews in Germany. The income has risen from 6,178 marks 
in 1896, to 19,498 in 1898. The Society is allied to the English Chovevi Zion 
Association, and is a constituent of the Paris Central Committee. It has borne 
its partin all the joint work undertaken by the Central Committee, and has con- 
tributed 20.500 francs to the Colony of Castinié, 11,200 francs for the Workmen's 
Colony of Rechoboth, 11,2) francs to the Colony of Machnayim, 8,000 francs to 
Mishmar Hayarden, and subventions to other Colonies, to Schools, Exhibitions, 
&c. The Society has thus thriven, notwithstanding the opposition that the 
Herzlist !movement has offered to all colonisation movements. Its progress 
and its enormous membership is a plain indication of the appre. 
ciation which solid sterling work will always receive from the 
Jewish community. Everywhere in Germany, wherever Jews are gathered 
together, the Society has its branches. Orthodox and reform bodies combine 
in its support. In every town the heads of the Jewish community are to be 
found among its leaders or supporters. The Berlin Committee consists of Dr. 


Dorn, President, and Herr Berthold Israel, Treasurer, Drs. Caspari and Hirsch: 


Hildesheimer, Consul-General Freedman, Professors Drs. Landau, Warburg 
and Baginsky and Herren, Willy Bambus and R. F, Anders, The Society works 
in unison with the Jewish Colonisation Association (Hirsch Fund) and with 
the authorities of the Rothschild colonies.

It is eaddening to say—after the honest efforts of noble-minded Christians to give the 
Jew the favour of a fair field—that there is no country in the world in which it is not a 
disadvantage to be a Jew. Max Nordau exaggerates but little in asserting that a Jew 
must be three times as clever as any other man to win equa! success in tte battle of life 
“ Justice for the Jew " has never yet been the spontaneous instinct of the masses or even 
of the classes. The rations have been burried by wise legislators into codified 
and formulated fair-dealing, but even their own laws have not completed their education 
‘* Liberty, Equality, and Fraternity” have never been more thaa a glow at the heart of 
the great and a formula on the lips of the little. Even in the universities of Europe— 


where, if anywhere, sweetness and light should rule ~the most brilliant Jew is subtly and | 


insidiously handicapped in the competition for fellowships and professorships. 


The writer next sets himself to solve the oft-discussed problem of the 
vause of the ceaselessness and popularity of Jew-baiting. 


Whence this persistent hostility to the Jew ? 
the Dark Ages, still noutished by th 

the Christian Prayer-Book ; in part it is @ racial antagonism, an episode of the long 
struggle of Kast and West. Commercial competition and industrial jealousy contribute to 
the compound, and one must net omit the pure joy of malice. “It is for his virtues, not 
his vices, that the Jew is hated,” maintains Dr. Herzl, the leader of modern Zionism. He 
confounds, perhaps, “ struggle-for-life"’ virtues with real moral virtues. Yet of a sooth 
the same energy and push and business instinct which are lauded in the Anglo-Saxon, the 
Scoteman, or the American are set to the bad in the Jew's account. “The poor Jew's 
virtues,” complains Harold Frederic, a sympathetic observer, “ are negative and unlovable.” 
The Jew is too meek and sober. The world prefers dash and fisticuffs. In short, the Jew 
is too Christian. “ Honour,” says Anatole Leroy-Beaulieu, the fairest French critic the 
Jew has ever had, “is not a Jewish conception.” As if it were the appanage of every 
Christian! No one had a keener, a more Qaixotic notion of honour than the above- 
mentioned Noab, who was as ready with sword and purse and p°n as Cyrano de Bergerac 
himself. All these generalisations about the Jew are absurd. You cannot, as Burke says, 
draw an indictment against a whole nation. Though it is trne that the prosperous Jew. 
who has shaken off the calture of the Ghetto and not yet taken on modern culture, is of 
the most disagreeable types our planet has prodaced, yet the deepest reason of anti- 
Semitism, it seems to me, is simply that the word “Jew' exists. Nothiog gratifies the 
mob more than to get a simple name to account for a complex phenomenon, and the word 
“Jew " is always at hand to explain the never absent maladies of the body-politic; a 
word, moreover, already admirably surcharged with historic hatred, bigotry, and repug 

nance. The countless noble Jews in every age and clime do not seem able to reach down 
to the popular coneciousness. Barney Barnato is a proverb, while the Baroness de Hirsch 
passes away practically unnotic d. The exhaustless munificence and impeccable financia' 
reputation of the Rothschilds are neutralized by the rigour of Isaac Gordon, the multi- 
nominal money-lender. 

“ Why does not the world pick out Mr, R. as the typical Jew instead of the flaunting, 
vaunting type ?" asked the JEWISH CHRONICLE in an obituary panegyric. “Why should 
his lack of ostentation be less Jewish than the gaudy showiness of some other Jew’ Why 
should not his reserve, his modesty, and his rectitude be regardedas typically Jewish 
The question is almost an Irish ball. Paradoxical impasse / 
“Walk up! Walk up! Behold in me the most dignified man in Creation,” his quiet 
dignity must go unregarded. , 


To these causes Mr. Zangwill rightly adds the fever of “ nationalism,” which 
has swept over Europe during the last two generé tions—the fever which makes 
foolish men yearn for a people of homogeneous composition, which bids them 
resent and exclude alien elements, which brought about, it is true, the unification 
of Italy and Germany, but which has brought into the world” Pan-Slavism, Pan- 
Hellenism,” and other pestilential “ isms’ to torture the chancelleries of Europe. 

But how remedy the Judenschmerz ? Mr. Zangwill mentions four remedies 
(1.) National Regeneration. (2.) Religious Regeneration. (5.) Disappearance. 
(4.) No remedy, He continues :— 

The last we must pass by with a bare recognition. The third, though recommended 
by some of the best Jewish intellects, is not so easy ag it sounds. The second—considered

ter aay the alternative solution to Zionism, though Zionism does not exclude it 
There is much to be said for the American ideal, expressed cradely in the formnu'a: 
“ Washington is our Zion.” Bat the Jews of America cannot be said to have done much 
as yet to make “ the word of the Lord go forth from” Washington, and perhaps to expect 
the Judenschmerz to bea allayed by pulpit talk isto dream even more deeply than the 
denounced Zionists. I am only calied upon here, however, to discuss the Zionist solution 


Mr. Zangwill next proceeds to weigh the arguments pro and contrv political 
Zionism. The arguments of the anti-Herzlists he sams up under two heads 
(1.) That Political Zionism is unnecessary. (2.) That it is unpractical. 


Under the first head it is further contended that Zionism is dangerous, plays int» the 
hands of she anti-Semites, with their cry of uapatriotism, and distarbs, by raising prices, 
the beneficent agricaltura! colonisation already procesding ia Palestine: that it is, reli- 
giously, a blasphemous attempt to force the hand of Providence; epiritually, a miecon- 
ception of the true fature ani mission of Israel; intellectually, a mere caricature of the 
exaggerated nationalism which has temporarily replaced the eighteenth-century cosmop /1i- 
tanism ; and, politically, an undoing of all the constitutional rights Isracl has won to 
painfully from civilised communities. 


Mr. Zangwill, however, prefers to confine most of hie attention to the 
second head, the question of practicability. 


The case against Palestine is indeed eo black, that one is tempted to say that Zionism 
would be practicable bat for Zion. Evenif Palestiae were a paradise it could not really 
compete with the soil of one’s childhood in evoking the tender subtieties of patriotic 
affection. The passioa fur Palestins—albeit religious or romantic—must necessarily be 
factitious. Mr. Israel Abrahami—the learned historian of Jewish life and literature— 
considers even Jehuda Halevi's love of Zion merely literary: a poetic idealisation. But 
the actual sight of the Holy City seems to have been as disenchanting to the mediw val 
Hebrew-Spanish poet as it is to most moderns. To day its filthy alleys arbour more than 
forty thousand Jews, mostly pietists, beggars, and artisans out of work. I remember how 
my heart sank as my horse plodded painfally through the stony desolation that environs 
it. Much of Palestine is a waterless, treeless waste, wherein the prayer for rain ascends 
annually; where it is moist, it is often malarious. Politically it is under the primitive 
rule of the Turk, supine and bakshish ridden; not a few Bedouin tribes run wild and 
anarchic, In a recent attempt of the Ba-oness Burdett-Coutts to give Jerusalem a mach 
needed water supply, so much fakshish seemed to be necessary to indacs the Turks to 
accept this generous gift that the scheme was abandoned. ven if concessions were 
acquired from the Sultan, there is no guarantee that they would not be withdrawn, and it 
is possible that the Porte only coquetted with Herz! in a Machiavelian effort to solve— 
that is, to silencs—the Armenian question. Religiously, moreover, Palestine is the Holy 
Land of Christianity and Mohammedanism as well as of Judaism, the batth field of 
contending fanaticisms, and even should the Jew obtain it, Jerusalem would be heid back. 
Palestine withoui Jerusalem would be Hamlet without the Prince of Denmark. At best 
the land tenure is insecure. And what is to guarantee the ne# Judea against a new 
Crusade, or even the lax Jews against a Torquemada of their own A return to Palestine 
also involves the vexatious agricultural question of the restoration of the Shemstah, or 
Sabbatical Year of the Bible; perhaps even the question of the restoration of sacrifices,

Having summed up these formidable difficulties in the way, Mr. Zangqill 
attempts to meet and overcome them. It is the “ practical men,” he insists, 
those who harp too mach on these intestine difficulties who are really the 
dreamers, and not the Zionists. They can never have observed the life of a 
people, its eternal self-contradiction, its evolution through contraries (as Hegel 
might put it). Proceeding with his argument, he remarks -—

In spite, however, of all that can be said on behalf of the practicality of a 
Jewish State, Mr. Zangwill still prefers to pin his faith to the policy of solving 
the Russian question on Russian soil.

Bat 
even a Jewish State would not remove all the /udenschmers Oaly 4 qaack could offer one 
simple remedy for so complex a disease. Of the three possibilities, Nationa! Regeneration 
Spiritual Regeneration, and Disappearance, I am inclined to accept a l, to offer a threef sid 
solution of the long historic tragedy. Those who believe Ierael’s isolation a ha:mfu! 
superstition ehould absorb themeelves in the environment. Those who believe Ierael has 
yet a mission, that is better served by diffusion than by concentration in a petty State, 
should make of themselves centres of righteousness everywhere, and assert, not withhold, 
their ideals in civic and national life. For the orthodox and persecated masses ia semi- 
barbarous countries a State would be a boon. But these possibilities are all ideals, aad 
none is easily translatable into actuality, a State leastofall It iseven possible that when 
the moment came, realising the im measurable value of his Jewish subjects, * Phara bh 
would not let the people go.” e 3 

Hence the all seems t) approaca the fourth powmibility —that there is n» 
remedy. Even this would not be a word of unique despair : as mach might be said of the 
countiess other »blems that beset the thinker—for the /« benschmert is only a frac. 
tion of the world’s suffering. Bat the chances are that, even if Dr. Herz!'s scheme break 
down, and Dr. Haupt's scheme never develop, the Jew ia semi-barbaroas c yuatries will, 
with the gradual advance of civilisation, be relieved of his uajast burdens, and that whea 
emancipated plitically, he will eith sr dissppear or undergo religious regeneration.

North London Jewish Literary and Social Union. 


DR. SNOWMAN ON PAROCHIAL JUDAISM.” 


The third winter session of the above Union was inaugurated on Sunday 
evening last, when, in spite of the inclement weather, the hall adjoining the Dalston 
Synagogue was well filled by members and visitors. An able address (an extract 
from which appears below ). containing many ponte of weneral interest to the 
community, was delivered by Dr. J. Saowman in his presidential capacity. 

_ Recitations and songs by Mesdames Ethel Hirschbein, R. Isaaca, Fanny 
(roldhill, F. Cohen B, Gioodman and Mr. IL. Newmark laryely contributed to 
the success of the occasion. 

_ Dr. SNowMan said a “ Jewish” Literary and Social Union bad no raison 
étre unless it was directed to teach Jewish ideals and make for the appreciation 
and progress of Judaism. In our own country nothing happened to disturb the 
equanimity of Jewish life, nothing to interfere with the development either of 
Imperial Anglicisation or insular Judaism. Still our ripest energies and most 
persistent contrivings were, apparently, expended on that augast body—the 
Anglo-J ewish community. The complex organisation or disorganisation of our 
community was due to the excessive zeal displayed in reducing all thinz: to 
order. In frantic endeavours to do one thing well in several ways, we generally 
did several things badly all in the same way. A classified summary of the 

ewish Year Book” would at once reveal the waste of energy permitted 
to take place by the multiplication of specieties with kindred objects. 
Continuing, Dr. Snowman said that to-day Russia was the home of conservative 
Judaism, Germany represented scientific Jadaism, France and America nursed 
liberal Judaism, while here in England parochial Judaism reigned supreme. The 
uninformed observer might feadily imagine that in the economy of Anglo- 
Jewish life, the United Synagogue represented the whole o! temporal J udat«m 
while its spiritaal side was synonymous with the constituted ecclesiastical 
authorities. London and some of the larger provincial cities were occupied 
with an intricate network of officialiem, which threatened to convert religion 
inte a comedy and charity into a business. On the other hand, many important 
towns with Jewish « ongregations were left so entirely to themselves to work out 
their own salvation, that their efforts resulted in acommunal life, which might be 
called ludicrous, if it were not really so tragical. The two centuries and a balf 
of modern Anglo Jewish history had developed such a sense of res ponsibility 
as led noglish Jewry to lead every important movement for the relied of perse 
cution, but there was little homoyeneity or consolidation within the. ommunity 
because it was still in process of growth, was assimilating new elements and had 
not yet found its level. Referring to the actual work of the Union, Mr. 

Snowman said that it was an attempt to awake the historic consciousness, to 
lead the members to wander back occasionally into old paths of thougbt to turn 
their minds to Jewisli interests and ideals. A body of Jews and Jewesses 
without a rational conception of their racial distinctions and their nsational 
Position Was a standing menace to the progress of the community. It was our 
duty to combat the growing tendency among Jews to leave the study of Judaism 
to the Rabbis. The object of the lectures and debates was not to wile away a 
leisure hour, but to suggest readings for many leisure hours. The success of 
the Society was to be measured ly the greater interest displayed by the 
members in their own history, literature and traditions.

The Cabinet-makers’ Dispute in Leeds. 


No settlement has yet been effected in the Cabinet-makers’ dispute at 
t waging in this city. On Thursday night week, the master cabinet-makers 
pel a meeting to consider further the grievantes of the employés. At their 
meeting in the previous week certain proposals made by Mr. (Grady, the 
Organising Secretary of the trade, on behalf of the Alliance Cabinet-makers, 
were discussed, and it was agreed to grant an advance of a half-penny per hour. 
to raise the standard rate of pay from 7)d. to 8d. per hour, and also to give an 
advance of five per cent. on the present prices for deal piece-work, other 
conditions to remain as before. At the meeting on pong | a letter was read 
from Mr. O'Grady declining the offer on behalf of the men. The masters there- 
fore concluded that there was no possibility of an early termination of the 
dispute and agreed not to makeany further proposals. The strike in consequence 
is likely to assume far more serious dimensions, dnd from what I can gather, 
ihe men are determined to fight tu the bitter end. 


Dispute in the Tailoring Trade at Birmingham. 

The dispute in the tailoring trade in Birmingham still continues. The 
follow og is the cause of the dispute :—The Master Tailors’ Association have 
decided not to employ union men, and have discharged members of the Union 
for no other reason than that they belonged to an organisation. The men 
demand fair treatment and healthy workshops, They say that the work is either 
done in ill-ventilated workshops or in bed-rooms. As a result of the masters’ 
refusal, the union men refuse to work with the non-union men. Unable to procure 
workmen in Birmingham, the agent of the Association sent down men from 
London and Liverpool. A member of the London Pressers Union, Isaac 
Richmond, was brought over to Birmingham and promised £2 per week, but 
having ascertained that the previous presser only earned |Us. weekly, he forth- 
with returned to London. At the instance of a master, two men were summoned 
on the first day of Succoth to answer the charge of refusing to work with non- 
union men. They were fined 5s. and costs. e master demanded £1') damages. 
Another case is pending. | 

On Saturday last four members of the Masters’ Association arrived in 
London for the purpose of securing workmen. The officials of the 
Union becoming aware of this the London Societies were informed by wire, 
and up to the present the four gentlemen in question have not succeeded in 
inducing any workmen to come to Birmingham. The fight will no doubt be a 
long and bitter one, as it is alleged that the masters are determined upon 
breaking up the Union, whilst the men refuse to work under existing 
conditions, 

At a meeting of the Union held on Sunday last under the presidency of Mr. 
E.. Davis, Mr. L. Goodman, Assistant Secretary, and the Chairman reported upon 
their mission to the London Unions. Thanks were accorded to the London 
Societies for their promise of support.

Mr. David Policoff, the General Secretary of the Manchester Jewish 
Tailors’, Machinists’ and Pressers’ Trade nion, informed me on Tuesday that 
Salem Schools, which his Society had acquired as their future clab and meeting 
house, would be formally opened on Sunday week. All the members of the 
Manchester and Salford Trades’ Council are expected to be present on the occa- 
sion. The opening ceremony will be performed by Mr. Entwistle, the President 
of the Council, which is exceedingly appropriate in view of the fact that the 
Society are represented thereon. he new premises are a great improvement on 
the present building. 

r. Policoff gave me to understand at the same time that the wholesale 
Co-operative Society, Broughton, had opened the previous me a workshop for 
Jewish tailors. He expected that thirty or forty of the members of his society 
would immediately offer their services to the Co-operative Society. He con- 
sidered the latters action of the utmost importance to Jews employed in the 
tailoring trade and as the practical realisation of the demand they made in the 
recent dispute, viz, “that all Jews employed by the society be allowed to 
observe and maintain their national rites and customs.’ The only way in which 
this could be done was the bringing into existence of a separate workshop for 
the Jewish tailors. 


Lendon Union Notes. 


Under the auspices of the Amalgamated Society of Tailors and Tailoresses 
a public meeting in support of the Jewish Branch was held on Saturday evening 
last at the Christ Church Hall, Hanbury Street, E. There was a very good 
attendance. Mr. E. Madden, of the City Branch, occupied the chair. The 
Chairman, in opening the proceedings, regretted that there was no good oryan- 
isation of Jewish tailors. It was true that there have been Jewish Tailors 
Unions, but none stood the test longer than atwelvemonth. He advised the 
Jewish tailors to become members of the Amalgamated Society, which had 
helped them in the past and was prepared to assist them in the future. Mr. 
Daly, Secretary of the City Branch, then moved the following resolution :— 

That this meeting, recognising the necessity of organisation, p\edges itself to become 

members of the Amalgamated Society of Tailors 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. Daly said that they only wanted an 
adequate and a just wage. There were people who said that the Jewish working 
men were the cause of lower wages. He denied that charge emphatically. The 
Jewish working-men were always prepared to organise. It was true that their 
Unions did not exist for long, but that was due to the conduct of their leaders. 
It would be much better if Jew and Gentile were united in one organisation. 
They had a common cause, and it was time that they should no longer be 
apathetic and indifferent to their position. 

Mr. M. Shayer, the Secretary of the Jewish Branch, then rose to second the 
resolution, but before he was ableto utter one word several members of the Int r- 
national Tailors’ Union, which has only a membership of seven, disturbed the 
meeting. The uproar became so great that Mr. Shayer was unable to speak. This 
band has lately n in the habit of disturbing every meeting of workers held 
in the East End. Some yearsago Mr. Shayer had a dispute with Mr. Lyons, 
President of the International Union, and these men, followers of Mr. Lyons, 
have made it their business to break up meetings. ; 

As Mr. Shayer was unable to obtain a hearing, Mr. Grodzinsky, Chairman of 
the Jewish branch, seconded the resolution. Messrs. Goldstein and Milton 
having spoken, Mr. ae essayed to address the meeting again, but the same 
scene was repeated. e resolution was not voted for either way, and the 
meeting, which had cost several pounds to convene, broke up in disorder, and 
without any results being achieved. 

The officials of the Amalgamated Society of Tailors expressed themselves as 
diagusted with the proceedings, and it is very doubtful whether Jewish tailors 
will in future be able to —_ _— the support of their Gentile fellow-workers. 

It is to be hoped that the Jewish Unions will contribute to the fund for the 
widow and orphans of Mr. Tom McCarthy, who was always ready to assist the 
Jewish Unions. 

The United Tailors’ Protection Society will hold a mass meeting to-morrow 
(Saturday) night at Toynbee Hall, Commercial Street, E. 

There has been calied into existence in the East End of London a Trade 
Union having for its special objects the obtaining of Sabbath rest. The 


meeting-place for the Union is at the Brick Lane Talmud Torah, 59, Brick 
Lane. e other Jewish Unions evince no desire to assist the new Union, which 
they consider a hindrance to their obtaining better conditions of labour. It is, 
moreover, said that certain leading members of the Machziké Hadaas are in 
connection with the organisation. 


The Fatal Panic in a Synagogue in Poland. 


Fuller details are to hand of the calamity which occurred on Kol Nidrei 
night in the synagogue in Lentschitz. The gallery was crowded, and one of the 
female worshippers accidentally upset a petroleum lamp, which caught fire. 
There was no danger, as the flames were at once put out, but the cry of “fire 
had been raised, and there was at once a wild stampede. In their eagerness to 
leave the building, several women fell on the stairs, and were trampled to death. 
The victims numbered 36—31 women and 5children. About 15 other persons 
were more or less seriously injured. The dead bodies were removed from the 
synagogue by the Volunteer Fire Brigade, who displayed the utmost energy in 
dealing with the injured.
